Regent of Brion.'^, in Normandy, fon o£ R charu, firft duke of Nor- 
mandy (grandlon of R Ho) who was the father ' r Giflcbc t, furnamcd Crif- 
pia. Earl of Brioo» guaidi^ to the Coaquc.ror of England dutiag his minq* 
rity, wiMfo foQ Rkluird, acooiapaoied the Normia Dike in his exfiedltion to 
£ngland (hU name being in the roll of Battci Abbejpy annangR the Cooqueror^a 
attendants), and for his great fervices snd propinquity ot blo<"d, v/t^ dignified 
Mriththe Earldom ot CUre* — He married Addiza itlUr toRindolphMcfchineay 
B«rl of Cheftert tad faid five foaa, vis. Gilbert, fnrnamed de Tonbridfc, 
from wh^m dcfccndcd the Eirls of Clare, Giouctdcr, and Hertford, which

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He acoompamed tbe Conqueror la his expedition to Eu^^' 
land, and obtained large pofleffionsin tbe counties of Nor* 
fo!\k, Suffolk, and Lancafter ; in which he was fucceeded 
hy Herveias Walter, his ion, having alia a daughter Alicia, 
became wife of Ormus Magnus*

the co«Bt]r of Northampton and cotemporary with Shr WilHain Dugdale) foe 
wKch-he there afl%ns his r«afv^s. Others ' affirnr that the fttft-vH this fami- 
ly witGilhert, fumamcd Reckct, a native of London, not inferior to any of hia 
lUtow citizens, for k;ndred and riches, auid iuperior to muft of them in a fin^u- 
Iw goodcarriagey and holy converfitien and who, in the flower of h\% jouth» 
wlunt rily received the Holy Crufsto fcrve againd the Infidels, and travelled int* 
Hoiy land ; on his renirn, bring taken priTjner and made an infidel Admi- 
>ai*t captive, he fu continued for a year and a half during which time the Admi' 
nlV only daughter, (MaholdorMand) was fo taken with his good qpaJhiesanj 
wdghtj feafoning, in matters cuncerning the Chriflian religion that obtaining 
ftiy liberty by flight (he forfook all and f'-cretly followed him into England, 
where (aiter inilruflion in the Chriilian Religion and being baptiicd by tbe Bifliop 
<if London, in St Paul's Chovch ia the pieienee of fiv^ prelates) Ae was married 
frvhim, and had two ions and two daughtet* vir Thomas Becket Archbiihop of 
Cllanterbury ; Walter Fiiz- Gilbert ; Agnes, wife to Thomas Fiiz- Theobald d« 
Kelly; and Mary a nun, made ( 19 Henry II.) Abbefs of Barking j ^ WaU 
m maciMd Matilda.de Manfeo, and had a fon Theobald Fits-Walter (as af< 
pttrcth by an ancient deed without date) ofwhom by Hooker, -J in hi' Chro- 
Eicle of the Conqncftan<l Antiquities of Ire, ami it is thus written : " Theobald 

fitz- Walter who, by his nation was made Bccket, but, by his wife, Butler, 
** was the fbn of Ollkrt, and was the firit Butkr that came mto Ireland, who 

being a wifeai^expert man ; was fit[\ font thither wtdi William Fits- Adelm, 
•* when hrcamc over, Governor of the kingdom, upon the death of the Earl 
♦* of Chcpftow. (who died 13 Henry 11.) and after with K, John 31 
^ Henry 111. to view and fearcb the coaattyy and in the end, grew to Inch great 
** credit, th.it he was enfeofled wiib great livings jthcie, and alfo advanced, (and 
**'hi»pofterity after him) to great honours and promotion?,** And finding by 
ievrral pedigrees made in England for Thomas, Earl of Ormonde and allowed 
smd approved by the heralds there, and alfo by certain old books and pedigrees 
made in this kingdom, that tbe faid Walter, father to the faid Theob.iM, was 
the fon of the faid Gilbert Becket, and brother to the faid h-ly martyr, Thomas 
Brcket, Archbiihopof Canterbury (iays Robert Rothe, Efq. orieof the counfel 
m Thomas EarlofOrmondandOflory, in his Regiflry, coUcAed in i4fi6,con« 
Inning the pedigree, offices, and ferviccs, Upcont of tho (everal Chronicles, ps- 
dfstrees, records, and evidencei of this family both in England and Ireland ) 
Fut Mr. Richard Laurence fignifiesto the Duke of Ormoijd, (in a note before a 
«npy of Mr. Rothe's regiifry ) that having examined and compared this R. witk 
Roberts's MS. gcneali gy, he found no material difference, but in the 3 firft defcents 
and the little paper annexed to Mr. Roberts's arguments carried fo much cnith and 
ffrength, and his authority quoted was fo authentic and ImU for fruiter ra* 
dbatliMsfiecfcet, fhai it was not to be aalwcrtA*

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Herveius Walter (which continued the furname until dlf- Hcrvcf 
tlfed by Edmond, Earl of Carrick, when (Mccording to the 
cuftom) the Chrillian name only was to be ufed wiih the title) 
married Maud, eldeft daughter of ThrobaM de Valoines, 
and had IfTue five Tons, Theobald, ihefirft Butler of Ireland, 
Hubert, Walter, Roger and Hamon. — Hubert, the fecond 
fon, was boin at Weft-Derham in Norfolk, where he built 
a Monaftery ; and encompafTed the tower of London with 
a ftrong wall and deep moat : He was brought up, with his 
brother 'I'heobald, under Ranulph de Glanville, Juftice of 
England, his Uncle by the mother's fide ; and in Henry lid's 
reign was one of the Barons of the Exchequer, and Dean 
of York; whence K. Richard I. advanced him (i No* 
vember i i8o) to the fee of Salilbury ; and being taken pri- 
foner in the Holy Land, where he commanded the Englifli 
forces at the fiege of Aeon, was tranflated (while there) in 
iTg3 to the fee of Canterbury; and on his return, made 
Chancellor, Chief Juftice, and Treafurer of England ; which* 
laft great truft he managed fo well, that in two years, 
(befides defraying the public expences) he faved the King 
of his own revenue 1 10,000 marcs. He died of a fever, in 
July 1205, at his manor of Tenharo, and was buried ' 
13 at Canterbury. 

Theobald, the cideft fon, attended K. Henry II. into ThcoUIi 
France, when that Prince came to an agreement with the Bu'Ier of 
French King on the behalf of Thomas Becket, Archbifliop freUad. 
of Canterbury, murdered 28 December 11 71; and the 
next year accompanied him into Ireland, where he fcrved 
in the rcduSion of the kingdom, and being rewarded with 
very large pofleflTions, made it the place of his rcfidence ^ 
having alfo conferred upon him the Butlerfliip of Ireland in 
the year 1177, whereby he and his fucceiTors were to at- 
tend the Kings of England at their coronation, and that 
day prefent them with the firft cup of wine ; for which 
they were to have certam pieces of the King's plate.— 
time after, that King granted him the prifage of wines, to 
enable him, and his heirs, the better to fupport the dignity 
of that office.* In 1 185 he was witncfs to a charter of 
K. John, then Earl of Morton, to the canons of Lanthony^ 
of the lands ^ of fiallybemmer and other eftates. In i

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Richard I. he accompted to the pipe-roll in the Exchequer 
72i. 6s. 8d. of the futtage of the Knights of the honour of 
Lancafter — In 1194, he was appointed by his brother Hu- 
bert, colledor of the fees to be paid to the King by thofe, 
who (hould perform tournaments or feats of arms in £ng« 
Innd, viz. from an Earl 20 marcs ; from a Baron 10 ; a 
Knight, who had lands, 4 ; and a Knight who had no lands, 
t marcs. In that reign he was a benefad^or to the Abbey 
of Fiirncs in Lancafliire ; was a pcrfon of large pofTeiiions 
f in Ens^iand and Ireland, being a Baron of both kingdoms ; 
and, 6 Richard I, was appointed (heriiF of the county of 
Lancafter, in which office he continued to the firil of K. 
John inclufive, and founded a monaflery therein at Cock- 
erfands, as he alfo did at Arklow for Cirtertian Monks, • 
endowing it with his lands on the fouth fide of the river, 
the Salt Pits, and the ifland of Arklow to found the Abbey 
on. Ilelikewife in 1205 founded and endgwed with all the 
lands of Wodeney O'FIinn, the impropriate redories of 
Thurlcs and Arklow * the Abbey of Wotheney, or 
Woney (Abington) in the county of Limerick, having in 
the year 12OO founded and liberally endowed that of Ne- 
ragh in the county of Tipperary, being a priory or hofpi- 
tai of St. John Baptift, for the maintenance of Auguftine 
canons, with a provifion, that at lead 13 fick perfons ihould 
be maintained in the houfe, with the daily allowance of a 
loaf, drink, and a difh of meat, and as their poffe^ont 
ihould encreafe fo the number of canons were to be aug- 
mented h • 

In 1204 he gave two Palfreys for licenfe to go into Eng- 
land, and dying in 1206 * was buried in a tomb, made for 
him in Wotheney Abbey. ^ He married Maud, daugh- 
ter and heir to Robert de Vavafor, a great Baron of

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Yorkfhire, (with whom he had the manors of Edhiigton and 
Newborough, and the lands of Bohon) and by her, who 
was afterwards married to Fulk Fitz.-Warine ' had one fori 
Theobald, and a daughter Beatrix, to wliom he gave a large 
cilate in marriage with Thomas de Hereford, after whofe 
death (lie remarried with Sir Hugh Purcell, Knight. 

Theobald, the fecond, was about fix years of age at his Thcobajrf, 
father's death and attaining his full age 5 Henry HI. * 
had a livery of Iiis eflatc 18 July, 6th of that reign, and 
thereupon aifLimed the furname of Butler from fhe faid office 
of Chief Butler of Ireland. He gave a confuierable part of 
his lands atSleiwn, with the tithes that lay near the church, 
to ihe priory of All-Saints in Dublin, ^ and in 1247 
L. J. of Ireland. He married Joan, eldell filler and 
co-heir to John de Marreis (dc Marifco) (father of Herbert, 
father of Sir Stephen de Marreis, who died ifliielefs 14 
Richard II.) a confiderable Baron in Ireland, to whofe ef- 
tates, both in this kingdom and in England, his poflerity fuc- 
ceeded ; and departing this life in 1248 (33 Hen. 3) was 
buried in the Abbey of Arklow ; and left Theobald, ^he-,. . jt 
third, who was then alfo fix years of age 3 and adhered to j 
the King in his wars with the Barons, He married Margery, 
cldelf daughter of Richard de Burgo, (anceftor to the Earl 
of Clanrickard) with whom he had, befides other lands, 
the manors of Ardmaile and Killmorarkill ^ and 
buried by his father at Arklow, left Theobald, the fourth ^ * 
Butler of Ireland, who alTifted K. Edward I. in his wars 
with Scotland, and married Joan fourth and youngeft daugh- 
ter of John Fit/,-Geoffrey-Fit7--Peter de Barronis lord of 
Kirtling, and L. J. of Ireland, younged fon of the famous 
Geoffrey Fitz-Piers, Lord Judiciary of England ; and co- 
heir with her three fifters to her brothers John and Richard. 
(She brought him the manor of Faubridge in ElTex, the ham- 
let of Shippeley in Hants, the manor of Shire in Surrey, 
the Hamlet, called the Vacherie, and the manor of Ailefbury 
in Bucks) s and dying z6 ^ptember 1285 in the QafUe

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of Arklow, was buried in the monaftery there, leaving iffut 
by her, who died about 1303 (31 Edw. I.) two daughters, 
Maud and Joan, and eip;ht fons, Theobald ; Edniond cre- 
ated Earl of Carrick ; Thomas, anceftor to the Baron of 
Dunboyne ; John ; Richard ; Gilbert} Nicholas, clefted 
Archbifhop of Dublin by the Prior and Convent of the 
Holy Trinity in January 13069 but was never confecrated ; 
and James. 

Tl>c©btld, Theobald, the fifth honorary Butler of Ireland, was prc^ 
* fent in the Irifh Parliament of 1295, ftands the fifth on 
the Roll. In the fpring of 1296 he attended the King in his 
invaiion of Scotland, and accompanied him in a!l thofe ex- 
peditions, wherein Edinburgh, with the lofs of 25,000 
Scots, and all the fortreHes of that kingdom, were reduced j 
and gained a great reputation by his valour.— In i '97 he ♦ 
purchafed from Philip de Rupclla the manor of Bree in the 
county of Dublin, with all the lands of the Brinns ; and 
alfo the cantrcd oi Omany in Conaught, the lands in Cronn, 
and divers others. * He died unmarried at his manor of 
Turvey, 14 May 1299, and was buried 27 in Wotheney- 
Abbey, being fucceeded in eftate, and the ButlerOiip of 
Ireland by his brother, *• 
Edmon^, Edmond, who in 1302 fat in Parliament as a Baron, by 
E«iot Car- ^j^^ name of Edmond ie Boti Her, and about the feaft of St. 

Hillary that year, recovered the manor of Hollywpod near 
Ballymore from Richard, Archbifhop of Dublin, (except 
the advowfon of the church) referving to the fee two 
pounds of wax, and half an ounce of gold yearly, and re- 
ieafingalihis right to one meHiiage and five acres of land, 
with their appurtenances, in Luflie^^He was knighted in 
London by K Edward II. in 1309, and that year, with 
John, after Far! of Kildare, dilperfed the rebellion in 
Conaught and Offaley; and in 1312, being L. Dr-he re- 
prefled the excurfions of the Byrnes and Tooles, numerous 
and potent clans, forced them to fubmit ; and being a great 
encourager of fervitors, made a noble fe&ft at Dublin on 
Sunday 29 of September 1313, when he created 30 Knights, 
3 by patent, dated at Langley 4 January 13 14* he was 
L. J. of Ireland, with the fee of 500I. a year, and 9 Ed- 
ward II, held a Parliament at Kilkenny, to raife a fublidy 
for defence of the realm^ againft £dward Bruce and the

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Scots; for his fcrvices againfl whom, and the rebellicui 
Irifh, he was created Earl of Carrick Mac GrifFyne in the 
county of Tipperary, by patent, dated at Lincoln i Sep- 
tember that year, 1315; and by a record of the fame * 
date, had given him the return of all the King's writs in th« 
cantrcds of Orennan, Elyogcrth, and Elyocarroll in Tippe- 
rary ; to which was added, 12 November i s2^^ all rh« 
lands of William de Carran in Finaghand Favmolin in the 
county of Waterford ; in which year (after many fervicci 
againft the O Mores, O Tooles, O Byrnes, O Murroughs, 
and other Irifh fepts) going on pilgrimage into Spain to ih« 
fhrineof St. James of Compoftella, he died after his return 
to London i ^ September 132I9 and was buried on St. MaC"* 
tin's eve at Gowran in the county of Kilkenny. 

In no2 he married Joan, daughter of John, the firft Earl 
of Kildare, and by her had three fons and two daughters ; 

James^ hU fuccefTor in the Earldom and Bulkrihip of Ire- (,j 
land. 

John, who died in 1330, from whom the prefent Earl of M 
Carrick derives his defceot. 

Laurence, who on the vigil of St. Cecilia the Virgin, in (3) 
13 '9> with Sir Henry Trahern, were taken prtfoners by 
0 Nolan, in Sir Henry's houfe of Kilbegg, in revenge of 
which, his brother James wafted their country. 

His daughter Joan was married 1321 to Roger Mortimer, (1) 
fecond Ton of Roger, brother to Edward, Earl of March, 

— ^ to Sir Thomas Dillon of Dnunrany, anceftor to the 
Vifcount Dillon. 

James, who fucceeded, was under age at his Other's Jmm 
death, but notwithftanding his nonage, had a licence, 3 ^ 
December 13^5, for the fine of 2000 marcs, to marry p^J,^ 
whom he plea l ed ; and i March 1326, had a gritnt and 
confirmation of the prize- wines ; and was created Earl of 
Ormond (the north part of the county of Tipperary) by 
patent, bearing date 2 November .1328 at Salift>ury, the 
K. then holding a Parliament there, with the creation fee 
of lol. a year out of the fee farm of Waterford i and by 
patent, dated at Wallingford feven days after, in confidera- 
tion of his fervices, and the better to enable him to fupport 
the honour, had given ro him the regalities, liberties, knighta 
fees, and other royal privileges of the county of Tipperary, 
and the rights of a palatine in that county for life ; which 
being re-affiuned by that King were reftoredtohim again 23

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April 1337, and with the prizc-wincs (which were alfo ' 
re*aflrumed by the King 1 7 November 1343) were granted in. 
fee to his Ton James, and his heirs male, 5 June 1372 (46 
Edw. III.) in virtue of which grant they were enjoyed by 
the family until the year 17 16. 

In 1336 he founded the friary of Carrick-Begg, on the 
river Suir in the county of Waterford for Francifcan Friars ; 
to whom, 3 June that year, ^ he gave his caftle and eftate 
of Carrick, of which they took poflefllon on Sunday the 
feaft of St. Peter and Paul 3. He is chara6ierifed by 
Clynn, the Annalifl to be a liberal, amicable, facetious, 
and comely perfon, and dying in the flower of his youth, 
6 January 1 337, was buried at Gowran ; having, in 1327, 
ftiarried Elenor, fccond daughter of Humphrey Qohun, the 
fourth Earl of Hereford and Eflex, High Conftable of Enff* 
land, (by Elizabeth his wife, feventh daughter of K. Ed- 
ward I) and by her, who after married Sir Thomas Dag- 
wortb * had two fons and one daughter, vt%. John, born 
at Ardee on St. Leonard's day 1330, died an infiint ; 

James his fucceflbr; and Petromlia, the firft wife of Gil* 
ert. Lord Talbot, anceflor to the Earl of Shrew(buiy. 
James, the fecond Earl of Ormond, was born at iCilken- 
ny 4 Odober 133 1, and given in ward, t September 1344, 
to Mdurice, Earl of Defmond, for the fine of 2300 marcs ; 
and afterwards to Sir John Darcy L. J. of Ireland, who 
niarried him to his daughter Elixabetn. He was ufually 
called the noble Earl, on account of his defcent from the 
Royal Family ; and by the Iriih, James the Chade, an 
appellation procured by his modefty and virtue. Through 
his eztra6lion, and in recompence of his fervices, he ob- 
tained feveral grants of lands and other favours from K. 
Edward III. and Richard II. 18 April 1359, ^P* 
pointed L. J. of the kingdom, as He viras again, 15 March 
1360, in which year he publiihed proclamation*, and made 
divers regulations, for the advancement of the Engfifh inte^ 
reil in Ireland ; and did great fervice againfl the rebellious 
Irilh in the provinces of UUler, Leinller, and Munder. 
8 September 1361, Lionel, Duke of Oarence, third fon of 

K.

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K. Edward III, being made L. L. he attended him frooi 
£ngi3nd with many other great men, having- an allowaiioc 
fbr himfelf of 4 s. a day and for his retinue ; 2 s. a-picce 
Ibrtwo Knights ; 1 2 d. for 27 Efquires; 6 d. for 20 hobel* 
lars armed ; and 4 d. for as many unarmed. In 1 362, he 
flew 600 of Mac Murrough's foilowers at TeigfUffen in the 
county of Kilkenny ; and 22 April 13649 vvas appointed 
L,D. to the faidEhike of Clarence ; as he was L. J. 24 Juij 
1376, with the ufuai falaiy of cool, a year, in which offic^ 
he was continued by K. Richard II. On 2 April 1372, he 
was made conftabJe of the Caftle of Dublin, with the fee of 
18I. 5$. a year ; was fummoned to the Parliaments held by K. 
Richard II ; and 16 January 13S1, had a commiiTion dated 
at Cork, during pleafure, to treat with all rebels, Engliih 
and IriOi, though indited and outlawed, and to grant them 
fiife conduds, in order to reform them to peace, and pre- 
ferve the tranquillity of the country ; fo as fuch treating 
ibould not tend to the prejudice of the King's fairhtui Tub- 
jeds. He died 18 October 1382 (or 1383) in his callle of 
Knocktopher (near which he had, in 1356, founded a Fria- 
ry for Carmelite friars) and was buried in the Cathedral of 
St. Can ice in Kilkenny. 

By his faid wife, (who re-married with Sir Robert Her-

He alfo built the 
cartie of Diinfcrt, (commoniy called Danes Fort) and in 
T3''6 founded a Friary of mlnorites at Ailcfbury in Bucks. 
In 138 I he was deputy of the kingdom toPhihp deCourte- 
nay, the King's coiifin j and, 25 July 1392, again made 
h. J. as he was in 1401 ; and 26 Odoher 1104, on tlie 
departure of Sir Stephen Scrope to England. By commif- 
fion, dated at Carlovv, iz February he was appoint- 

ed (by leaion of the exceffive lolTes and damages, fuliained 
by the King's liege fubjedts in the counties of Kilkenny and 
Tipperary, by the Irilli and Engl.fh rebels J keeper of the 
peace and governor of thofe counties and the people thereof, 
as well within liberties as w ithout, with full power to treat 
with, to execute, to prote<5t, and to give fafe condu6t to 
any rebels, Stc. In 1397 he affirted Etlmond Earl of March, 
L. L. againft O Brien, and in i ';9q took prifoncr Teigc 
O Carrol, Prince of Elyc, who efcaping the year after from 
Gowran, was flain in 14^*7 by the L. D. Scropc. By com- 
milTion djled at Kilkenny 9 May 1400, he, Sir Edward 
Verers, and others, were appointed Commiflioners of Oyer 
md Terminer in the counties of Kilkenny, Wexford, Wa- 
terford, Tipperary, Cork, and Limerick ; and, 30 May 
1401, a writ, dated at Trim, by Thomas, Earl of Lan- 
cafler, L. L. was dircdled to him and John Luinbard, ap- 
pointing them juflicesor commilfioners of Oyer and Ter- 
miner in the county of Kilktnnv, to adjourn the Parlia* 
ment fummoned to meet at Kilkenny; and on the annt- 
vcrfary of St Vitalis the martyr in 1404 ' he held a Par- 
liament in Dublin, which confirmed the flatutes of Dub- 
lin and Kilkenny, and the charter of Ii eland. Being a 
mighty ftrong man, he is ftilcd in fomc annnis, the head of 
the chivalry of Ireland, w^hich kingdom lie governed to the 
content of the King and his good fubjccfs ^. He mar- 
ried Anne, daughter of John Lord W'.lles, and dvirg 7 
September on the vigil of the Elefled Virgin 3 1405 av 
Gowran, greatly regretted, after his return from invading 
O Connor's country, was there buried, leaving two Tons, 
James his heir ; and Sir Richard Buder, whole god-Fatlicr 
was K. Richard II, ol whom meation will be made here* 
after.

White Marl, was a man of go«d parrs, and mailer of a great 
fhare of learning, (which at that time was very rare in no- 
blemcnj and before he attamed his full a^e, was, on VVIiit- 
fiirday, 4 Henry VI, together with the King, knighted Uy 
John, D'lke of Bjvltord, the King's uncle and rcgjcnt ; af- 
ter which, returning into Ireland, he accompanied the de- 
puty Scrope in his invafion of M ic-Murrough's terrirorr, 
when that fept was routed, and C) Nolan, with his fon and 
many others, madv prifoners ' and being infoimed that 
Walter de Burgo and O Canol hid ravaged the counry of 
Kilkenny, they m^rc'ied to Callan with fuch expedition, 
that they furpriz^d and defeated the rebels with the ilaui^hter 
of at lead Soo. ^ On his return to Dublin, not yet being 
of age f'for that year his wardlliip was granted to Thonir-s, 
Duke of Lancafter, fon of K. Iknry IV ) he was left L. D. 
©f the kingdom, his commiiuon bearing date i8 December 
14.'>7 ; 9 Henry IV. and held a Parliament there, which 
again confirmed the ft-itutes of Dublin and Kilkenny, and 
the charter granted under the Great Seal of England 5, 
Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, Invintr a fon born in 
Dili)] in, w'cll known afterwards by the name of Geoij-^c 
Duke of Clarence, his Lordiliip and the Earl of DcfmonJ, 
were god hithers. In harvell, 14 ' 2, he accompanied 'I'ho- 
mas of Lancarter, Duke of Clarence, into France, in 
which year Henry V. moLimln^r the l^hrone, he was in great 
favour with that victorious Alonarch f; by whom he 
was appointed L. L. by a veiy large commiHion, bearing 
date 10, February 1419, and landmg at Vv'aterford 10 
April, held a Parliament 7 June on St. Laurences day 
3 which granted the King two fubfidies, and to him- . 
felf 70 marcs; after which he made great preys upon 
O Reily, Mac-Murrongh, (who at that time made all 
Leinrter tremble^ Mac-Mahon, and others ; for his fcrviccs 
agamrt whom the Parlianu-nt granted him a further fum of 
3G0 marc* after the feall of St. Andrew 5.

themfelves by flight, in the caftle ; and 7 June the Earl in- 
vaded Leys, and obliged the Inih to fue for peace 

K. Henry V deceaKing 31 Auguft 1422, his Lordfbip 
was continued in the government until the arrival of Edmond 
Mortimer, Earl of March, to whom, 9 May 1424, he was 
made deputy, as he was the next year to John, Lord Fur* 
nival, and again 15 April 1426; and 13 September follow- 
ing, he fent James CornwalChj chief baron of the Exche- 
quer, to lay before the King and council the ilate of affairs, 
and to profecute feveral matters relating to the benefit and 
prefervation of the kingdotn, for which he was allowed 6$. 
8 d. a day. Alfo, Auguft t427» he declared t ) the coun- 
cil» that he had expended 40 marcs in refifling Gerald O Ca« 
venagh, an Iriih enemy, who had lately aflembled k mul- 
titude of Kerns, to deftroy the king's fubje6ts ; for which 
fum he had a liberate 11 Odober following ; and the day 
after, another for 50 marcs, for maintaining and keeping in 
fafe cuftody, divers Irifli hoftages, for the good condu^ of 
Bernard Mac-Mahon and Neylan O Donnel, captains of 
their nations, Owen O Neile and Meiler Birmingham. 

In T440 he was twice again made chief governor, 6rft 
us L. L. and after as L. I), and that year had the temporal- 
ties of the fee of Cafhel granted to him for ten years, after 
the death of the Archhifhop, Richard O Hedian.~In 
1445 he was again madeL. L. and 24 June 1444, he aflem- 
bled at Drogheda many of the privy council, nobility, and 
gentry of the Englifh Pale, and declared, that he. had now 
held the place of chief governor of the kingdom for the 
fpace of three years and more, and that it had pleafed the 
King by his lettei and writ under the privy feal, fent by 
Robert Mansfield, Efq; groom of his bedchamber, to com- 
mand him over to his prefence, without delay or excufe, 
tiotwithftanding the commotions then fubfifting in Ireland ; 
wherefore he required of them, that they would declare be- 
fore the faid meffenger, if he had committed, during his 
government, any extortion contrary to the laws, or had been 
remifs in executing the laws. Whereupon, after fome time 
fpent in coniideration of his condud:. Sir James Allen de- 
«laced| that there was not one there that could in any mat- 
ter

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ler complain of hiro, bat were all fully thankful to him for 
his good and gracious government ; for the paina he had 
taken in defence of the land, having undergone great and 
continual labours ; and had alfo» befides the allowance of 
the govermnent^ been at great expence for the honour of 
the iCing and defence of the kingdom ; and* added* that if 
at that time he ihould leave the kingdom, it would be ez« 
pofed to great danger ; and deiired thai Richard Wogan 
Chancellor, father Hugh Mideleton, or Robert- Mansfield, 
would repair to the King, and procure a fafe pafTage for 
him ; and declare, that there was then great confederacy to 
deftroy his liege fubjeds, and that if it pleafed his hiehnefa 
to give the L. L. leave to ftay till Michaelmas, fo that hit 
fubjeds might gather in their harveft, it would be a great 
comfort to them, and confuiion to their enemies. Upon 
this reprefentation, the King difpenfed with his attendance in 
England: But two years after ( (446^ fome of the Lords 
and Commons pietitioned his Majefly for his removal, fet- 
ting forth, That he was old and feeble, and had loft 
many of his old ca(lles for want of defence, and there* 
fore was not likely to maintain, much lefs enlarge, the 
King's pofieilions in Ireland.** Upon this he was dif« 
miffed, though the biihop and chapter of Cork, the cor- 
porations of Cork and Youghall, the Lords Barry, Roche, 
and others, gave a full teftimonial of his great fervices ; 
which however had this good effe£l, that the next year, 
when the Earl of Shrewibury L. L. accufed him of high 
treafon before the Duke of Bedford, Conftable of England, 
in the Marflial's court, the King quaihed the acculaiion ; 
and examining the caufe himfelf, was fo fully convinced of 
it* being founded in malice, that he ordered all the pro- 
ceedings to be cancelled, and declared by patent, 20 Sep- 
tember 144^, " That the Earl of Ormond was faithful in 
his allegiance, meritorious in his fervices, and untainicd 
*' in his fame; that no one fhould dare, on pain of his in- 
** dignation, to revive the accufation, or reproach his con* 
du<5l ; and that his acciifers were men oF no credit, nor 
fhould their teftimony be admitted in any cafe." And a 
writ reciting all this, dated 21 November, atteftcd by his 
mortal enemy, Richard, Archbifhop of Dublin, deputy to 
his brother Shrewfbury, was fent to the Magiftrates of Li- 
merick and other towns, to caufe proclamation thereof to 
be made throughout the kingdom. 

His Lordfhipwas a great lover of hiftory and antiquities, 
and gave lands for ever to the College of Heralds, for w Juch, 

antii 
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sntil the reformation of religion, he was prayed for in alF 
their public meetings, and conftantly after remembered as a 
fpecial benefii£^or. He built the cailles of Tukopheiim, 
Nena^h, Rofcrea, and Templemore ; and gave the manor 
and advou Ton of Hiickcote in Bucks to the Hofpital of St, 
7 hoirjas D'Acres in London, which was confirmed by Par- 
linment 3* Hen. VL at thefuit of his fon. He married flrft 
Johan, daugiirer cf Gerald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, who 
dying; > Aiieiid 143^, was buried in the faid hofpital ; and fe- 
coFuHv in 1 47,2, Elizabeth, daughter of William Bcauchamp, 
Loid Bcr^^ivcnny, and widow cf John, Lord Grey of Wil- 
ton ; hut by her, who died 6 Aiieuft T452, a few days be- 
fore him, he had no ifTue; having by the firft three Tons, 
James, John, and Thomas, fucceflivc Earls of Ormond ; 
and two (!au<^htcrs, iLiizabcth, the fecond wife of John, the 
fecond E<^rl of Sbreu fbiirv, and died on the Saturday after 
the nativity of the Vifirin Mary ' in 1473 ; and Anne, 
who died unmarried, and lies buried in the church of Shenc 
in Surrey, under a marble graveftone, on the north fide of 
the High Altar, wiili this memorial^

He died at Ardee "3 Augufl T45^> on his return from an 
expedition againA Connor O Mulrian, and was buried in Sr. 
Mary's Abbey near Dublin i being fucccedcd by his cldeft 
fon 

Jamci James, the fifth Earl of Ormond, who was born 24 No- 
E«rl member 1420, and knighted when very young by K. Henry 
VT. with whom he was in great efteem. He attended 
Richard, Duke of York, Regent of France into that king- 
dom ; and, in confideration of his adherence and fidelity to 
the l/ancaflrian intercft againft the Houfe of York, was 
created a Peer of England H July T449, by the title of Earl 
of WililTiire, to him and the heirs male of his body; and 
in T450 cpnftituted one of the commiflioners, to whom the 
cuflcdy of Calaif, the tower of Rifebank and Marches of 
l'icar('y were committed for the term of five years.— In 
I4>i he was made L. D. of Ireland, the next year fnc- 
cecding his father in the title of Ormond, was appointed 
L. L. 12 May 1453 years ; and that year going to 

England, he undertook^ with the £ari of Sali{bury> and other

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Lords, the guarding of the Teas for three years, receiving 
thctonage and poundage to iupport the charge thereof ' alfo 
15 March 1455* was appointed Lord High Treafurer of Eng- 
land; and (hortly after attended the King at the battle of St, Al* 
inns, where the Yorkifts prevailing, he fled, casing ht9 ar- 
mour into a ditcli ; ytt, on a turn of aiFairf, VMi reftored to 
his poft of Treafurer 37 Henry VI. aiid the next year created 
a Knight of the Garter, antl made keeper of the foreft or 
parkof Pederton inSomerfetrhire, and^of Cranbourn Chact 
in the counties of Wihs and Dorfet.— He foon after fitted 
out five great (hips of Genoa, to fight the Earl of War- 
wick's fleet, with which he failed to the Netherlands ; but 
returning before the battle of Wakefield, fought 31 Decem-

He married three wives ; iirft Avicia, only daughter of 
John Fit^iUan, Earl of Arundel, Duke of Touraine in 
France, and heir to her brother Humphry, who died 16 
Henry VI ^ to his fecond, Avicia, daughter of Sir Richard 
Stafforc^ a great heirefs ; and to his thirds Elenor, eldefl 
daughter of Edmond Beaufort, Duke of Somerfet, apd Earl 
of Mortaigne in Normandy, and coheir to her brothef, 
Edmond Duke of Somerfet, beheaded $ May 1471, two 
days after the battle of Tewkfbury for his adherence to the 
Lancaftrian line ; ^ but having no ifliie,. was fucceeded by 
his brother 

John, the fixth Earl of Ormond, who was knighted at 
Leicefter by the Duke of Bedford, the King's uncle, 3 ^ 
for his faithful adherence to K. Henry VI. for which he 
was alfo attainted ; yet by K. Edward IV. was reflored in 
blood, and to all his eftates, except the manor and hundred 
of Rochfbrd, and other lands in Effex. — That King was 
ofed to fay of him, That he was the goodliefl Knight he 

ever beheld, and the finefl gentleman in Chriftendom ; 
*^ and that if good breeding, nurture, and liberal qualities 
'* were lod in the world, they might all be found in John, 
^ Earl of Ormond.*' He was a perfed mafter of all the 
languages of Europe ; and there was fcarce a Court In it,

to which that Prince did not (end him as Ambaflador ; hut, 
in a fit of devotion, making a journey to Jerufalem, he died 
in the Holy Land, (47'^, unmarried, and vvas fuccecded bj 
his only brother 

Sir Thomas Butler, the fevemh Earl of Ormond, who 
was alfo atta'^^ted; but in November 1485 reftored by Henry 
till, Villh's (irft Parliament ; and the fiatutes made at Weftmin- 
(ler, I Edward IV. which declared him and his brothers 
traitors, were utterly abrogated. He was fo^n after fworn 
of the Privy Council of England ; in 1491 accompanied the 
King with a powerful army, in aid of Maximihan the Em- 
peror againft the French ; in 1492 was appointed Chamber- 
lain to the Queen ; and in September that year, fent with 
Thomas Gold(!on, Prior of Canterbury, Ambafladors to 
Charles VIII. K. of France, to tranfa^la treaty between the 
two crowns. In 1494. he accompanied the L. D. into Ul- 
fVer, when the territories of O Hanlon and Magennis were 
wailed; and 14. O&ober 1495, was fummoncd as a Baron 
to the Engfifh Parliament, by the title of Thcmas Ormond 
de Rochford; and in 1497 fent Ambaflador to the Duke of 
Burgundy. 

He departed this life * 8 Auguft 1515, and was buried 
in the church of St. Thomas D'Acres, London, now called 
Mercer's Chapel in Cheapfide, with this epitaph to his me- 
mory, as preferved by Weever : hie jacet I homas filius 
Jac. 6. Ormandiae, ac frater Jac. 6 Wilts et Orm : qui qui- 
dem Thomas ob. 2 die Aug. 1515, et Anno fegni Regis 
Henrici. 8. 7. cujus — ' leaving ifTue by Anne,: daugUter 
and ht ir to Sir Richaid Hankford by Anne, eldefl daughter

Thomas, the tenth Earl of Ormond, being at bis father's death 
only 14 years old, it was ordered by the dare, that the L. J. with 

the army, fliould draw into thofe pari« of the country, to pre- 
ferve the peace and his inheritance ; and that the rule of the 
counties of Kilkenny and Tipperary, fliould be committed to his 
mother, his uncle Richard, and other friends. — He ^^as brought 
up from his infancy in the Court of England, where he was m- 
ftrufted with K. Edward VI. who cook great delight in his com- 
pany, at whofe coronation 20 February 1^46, he was made 
a Knight of the Bath $ and was a youth of fuch hopes, that the 
King 8 September 1548, directed r lie L. D. Sir Edward Belling- 
kam, to allow bini 200 marcs a year during his minority ; and 
17 Oftober 1551* ordered a year*s releafc of his wardlhip. — He 
ferved as a volunteer under the Duke of Somerfel in his Scots 
expedition, and behaved with great bravery in rhe battle of 
Mulfelburgh. — In Queen Mary's reign he commanded a troop of 
horfc, and gave extraordinary proofs of his fidelity and courage, 
as a Lieutenant of the horfemen, in fuppreffing Wyat's rebellion 
in 1554 ; after which, in November, he came to Ireland, and in 
July 1 5 $6, accompanied the L. L. with a body of 200 horfe and 
500 foot, which he maintained at his own charge, againft the 
Scots lilanders, who made a defcenc into UUler and befjeged 
Carrickfergus, when he didinguiflied himfelf in the batrle, 
fought 18 of that month, in which the Scots were entirely 
routed: 10 Auguft i<^<:7, he ferved againft another body of 
them, who had invaded Tyrconnel ; and foon after relieved the 
Earl of Thomond, befieged in his caflle of Bunrattv, and took 
thecaftleof Clare; after which, 20 June 1 5 58, attended with 
many gentlemen, he joined the L. L. in the county of Limerick, 
on his march againft Donald O Brien, the Earl ofThomond*$ uncle. 
Tbisaealand sftiviiy intheferviceof theCrown, induced Mary 
to confirm his patent for the regalities and liberties of Tipperary, 
an^the prixe wines 1 1 March 151;!;; and 1 Di^cember 1557, to

Which relerved rent Elizabeth remitted, and confirmed the 
laid grant 8 March 1562; having 27 January 1560, given him 
a difcharge of aUfnch fums^ as he ftood indebted to the Crown, 
for arrears of rent in the Exehequer or any other Court, owinff 
ibr the Earl his father : And whereas in.tiie time of Edward VlT 
he was appointed to repair to Ireland for fervice to be done * 
there, one year before he had fued out bis livery, during which 
time he had the farm of .his own lands granted to him, the rents 
whereof for that year remained unpaid j the Queen, in confidero 
arion of his good fervice, dUcharged him from the fame, as fhe 
alfo did the arrears of rent due upon certain lands, granted to 
hini by Q^Mary: Alfo, for his fervices againft the traitors of 
Leix, by patent, dated 2«S February 1562, (he granted to him 
and his heirs male, the. Abbey of Leix in the. Queen's County, 
with alt its lands, eftimated at 820I. and 3 OAober 1 563 in fee* 
fiirm, all the poflTeflions of the Monafiery of the Holy Crofsi'ad- 
Towfonsof churches excepted. I' v privy feal 30 June 1569, as a 
reward for fupprefliing the rebellion of his brothers, who by 
ftrength of arms endeavoured to aflurae their right to a certain 
territory, claimed by Sir Peter Carew, which they could not 
xnainrain by the laws, he Was reilored to the prize wines of 
Youghall and Kingfale, which had been fequellered in 1563, on

•lands exempted from all ceifes and impoliiions, fubfidies to the 
Crown excepted, by reafon of the damages he had fuftained and 
the impoveriiliment of his tenants hy the rebels, which exemp-^ 
tion was confirmed hy K. Jiimes, $ December 16 1 1 . He received 
other confiderable grants from Q. Elizabeth, viz. 24 September 
i^74> the eftare of John BurncU of Ballgriifen in county of 
Dublin Efq; forfeited by treafon, and three carucates in Rath- 
aenieddagh, county of Weftmeath And making fuit to the Qiieen 
that in conlideration of his faithful fervices performed in the af- 
fairs of Ireland, flie would grant to him in fee-farm lool. Irifh, 
fin land<} a year, which grant fhe was pleafed to make by privy 
feal at Crreenwich 7 July 1513, containing the manor of Old-

of the rectories of Danmore and Donaghmore, with many others 
in co*s. Kilkenny, Tipperary, Carlow, and Wexford ; and at hit 
Lordihip's inflance, K. James I. by patent 26 November, i€c4, 
granted to him and his hetrs, all the premiHrs contained in ihe 
patents of Miry, by the 2nth part of a Knights fee and all 
contained in the patents of Eliziberh, att(.erentof lol. 5s. 
Iriili He continued in the efteeni ot L'Jizabeth throughout 
her long reign ; flie confiJcred him as her relation, and h:\d the 
higheft opinion of his capacity, fiJeliry, and zeal for her fervice, 
which he took all occafions to promote and advance, by fuppref- 
fing the commotions in Munfterandelfewhere, of which our pub- 
lic hiftoriea relate many particulars, and /hew his (ervices to have 
been very confiderable. The Queen, a6Augu(l 1559, 
firft year of her rei^n) made hiiiiLord Treafurer of Ireland, in 
which poft he continued to his death, and 30 of that month was 
fworn of her privy council. — 13 April 15^3, he was joined with 
Richard, Lord Mountgarret, and otkers in comniiflion, to pre* 
ferve the peace in thecou ties of Kilkenny and Tipperary, du- 
ring the deputy's abfence. againft Shane O'Neile : 6 0(5tobcr 
that year, he was in commiifion to make inquiry in order to rc- 
drcfs all orTences in eccleliaftical matters ; alfo, 21 November 
1564, was coromiflioned to proiecttte and fubdue, as notorious 
rebels and traitors, fuch of the 0*More'$ and their adherents, as 
before the 28 of Aoril preceding, had not fubmitted to the oh- 
fervalion of fuch orders as were taken and concluded for them 
bjr the B'arl of SufTex, L. L. ' and was generally named in all 
Commiflions of public importance. In f^iy^theL. D. Sidney ap» 
pointed him L. L. of the counties of Ki'kcnny and Tipperary, 
whom in November that year, he iplendidly entertained in his 
caftle of Kilkenny, when on his Leinfter progrefs ; and the 
0 Mores having almoft ruined the county of Kildare, Rory Oge, 
their chief, was prevailed on by his Lordfhip to come and fuo- 
mit to the Lord Deputy in Kilkenny.— By patent dated 6 January, 
1578, he was maoe Governor of the province of Munfler, when 
he fubdued CVSullivan More, rook many of that fept prifon- 
ers, and delivered them to the L L SufTex ; he alfo fubdued 
Pierce Grace, Rory Oge, and the Mac Swiney*s, and taking the 
Earl of Dcfniond prifoner, deftroyed 46 of his Captains, 800 
notorious traitors, and 4000 common foldiers ^. In 1581 the 
Qiieen conAirured him Lord High Marflial of England, in which 
•fiice he continued for a time, until (at his earneft fuit) he was 

difcharged

He was prefent in the parliaments of 15^9 and 1J83, fitting 
In both as Lord High Treafurer. i $ Auguft 1594, he was ap- 
pointed Chief Leader (in the Deputy's abfence) and commander 

of the forces in Leinltcr, and in 1595, the Fort of Bl ^ckwater be* 
ing (ieftroyed by the Earl of Tyrone, his Lordfliip joined the 
L. D. at Ardee, in his march to relieve it, attended with 80 horfe 
and 20-:^ foot, fumifhed and vitbnlled at hi'^ own expencc ; and 
the L. D. returning from that fervice, left hlin v ith his men to 
defend the place, which hnving done and fiippll; d it in January 
following v> ith ammunition and vidluals for fix months, here- 
turned to Dublin ; and^ was made a Knight Companion of the 
Order of the Garter aj May 1 596 ; in the next year the rebels 
crowing very formidable, and the deputy 1 3 September march- 
ing into the North, his LordiKip was appointed General of Lein* 
fter, but without either army or ammunition, which the L.IX 
took with him ; a want however that he fupplied, for he too'-: 
the field at his own charge } where he continued all the 
months of 06li bcr nnd vcmbrr to cover the caftles of Leighlin 
and Carlow ; and in the beginning of Dcct-niber, was ordered to 
tftke on him the command of the :^rmy at Diindalk, having been 
29 Odlober by a particular commilTion, appointed Captain and 
Lieutenant-General of all her Majeily's forces in Ireland by fea 
afid land ; and by her letter from Weftminfter November,

continue his difloyal courfes, he never plea led it. fo ihat in the 
year 1600, he was outlawed upon an indi6linenr, brought againft 
liim in September 1595.— He continued to profecute the rebels 
with great vigour; and held, in 1599, all his caftles in the

er, and detained by him to iz June, where he obtained his li- 
berty by delivering hoft ges for the payment of 3000I. if he 
ihould feeh revenge for that injury j but the Cuflod]^ of the provinces 
of Leinfter and Munfter being committed to him,htsLordmip (not<4 
withftanding his hoft ages were in Owny's hands, who in a little time 
found means to efcape) abated nothing of his wonted activity and 
feverity ; and fecuring thofe parts by the fubmiifion of the rebels, 
went to defend the Pale, againft the incurfions of the Irifh, whilft 
the Deputy was in the North, and in 1601 executed twenty- 
rine rebels in the borders of Kilkenny and Tipperary^ ; 28

tion of affairs. He was a very comely and graceful perfonage, 
and of a black complexion, which made the Irifh give him the 
fobriquet of Duffe, and gave occafion to the Qiieen, to call him 
her black hufband. He was in his time the flower of his coun- 
try ; and all his life kept the greatell houfe, and ufed the moft 
hofpicality of an^ perfon in the kingdom 1 and for his valour^ 
wifdom, liberality and virtue, was greatly honoured, not only in 
England and France, but in all other realms where be was 
known* and was commonly called and taken by them to be the pat-? 
tern of true honour. • He repaired his Caftle of Kilkenny, and 
houfe of Carrick at great txpence ; made a Deer-park at the 
Earl's-Cragg near Kilkenny; built the Caftle of Drehednefarney 
near HoJy-Crofs, as a ftrength for the county of Tipperary, 
againll the 0*Mulrians, and other Iriih borderers ; and by his 
will appointed his nephew Walter, (after Earl of Ormond) to 
build an hofpital in Kilkenny, leaving lands of his own purcbaie 
for maintenance thereof anid that he ffibuld procure a cbaner 
of incorporation, with licence of Mortmain ; which he did, bear^* 
ingdate 16 May 1631, by the name of mafter, brethren, and 
(lifers, of the hofpital of wr moft Holy Saviour JefusChriftof 
Kilkenny.

Walter, Sir Walter Butler of Kikafh, for his devotion, ftiled Walter

James, the eldeft Ion of Thomas, Lord Thurles, and fuccef- Jamet 
for ro his grandfather Walter, was the twelf h Earl of Ormond, nF.arl, 
and was born in the year 16073, (according to Mr. Carte, * 
he was born at Clerkerwe'l, London, 19 October >6io^, but 
it appears from the undoubted authority of an irquTfition. ta- 
ken at Cionmeil, 21 April 1622, after his fathers death, before 
the King's Commiflioners, upon the oaths of 12 gentlemen of the 
coonty of Tipperary, that be mvft be bora in 1&7. The words

toanfwer It } who thereupon produced his Majedy^s writ, calling 
Ijim to Parliament, CinSum cum GlacHoy or Per CinSfuram GUuhi, 
Which anfwer bebg unexpected, and finding him likely to prove 
an untraftable companion, it was in deliberation that night be- 
tween the L D. and his two friends, Sir George RatclifFe and 
Mr. Wanciesford, whether to trample under foot, or to oblige fo 
daring a young man, who was now alfo grown fo very popular ; 
when the more benign extreme being refolved on. he wa< taken

^1. ft day, and Commander in Chief of all the forces in Ireland, 
in the abfence of the L L- Strafford, which were then raifed by 
that Earl, and rendezvoufed at Carrickfergus, to affift the King 
againfl the Scots ; but were the fame month (upon the pacifica« 
tion) ordered to be dilbanded, which was not executed till June 
164 1. 

On 23 Oflober that year, the rebellfon broke ou% and hit 
Lordfliip being then at his houfe in Carrick, the L J by an ex- 
prefs, notified the difcovery of the plot ; advifed him to lland 
upon his guard ; to make the heft provifion he could for the de- 
fence 01 the country about him j and dcfired him prefently to 
repair to Dublin with his troop of horfe : And the King refer- 
ring the whole bufinefs of Ireland to the Parliament of £ng and, 
they made the Earl of Ormond (that the army might be led by 
an honourable and promifing perfon) Lieutenant-General; who 
being approved by the King, as one, who by his relations, inte- 
grity, and quality, was pitched on as the fitteft perfon for that 
employment, his Majefty confirmed him therein by his letter from 
Edinburgh of the of that month: in which fituationhe be- 
haved with indefatigable adivity and undaunted refoiuMon ; for, 
as Toon as an army could be raifed, he marched from Dublin (31 
January), took the Caftle of Lyons ; routed the rebels at Kilfagh- 
hn ; fecured Naas with a garrifon, and placed in the town a new 
Sovereign, eight Bureeffes, and fifty families of defpoiled Pro* 
teftants ; and having Toft a trumpeter with four foldiers, by the 

Sirrifbn of Tipper, ne marched thither, and caufeJ it, with all 
erein, to be blown up; after which, 15 April 1642, he gained 
a very fignal viflory over the Irifh army under the Lord Mount* 
garret, at KilnilTi, on his march from Athy to Dublin, killing 
700 men, and taking all their aninuinition, the General's wag- 
gon drawn by eight oxen, and 20 colours. For this great fervice 
he received (8 Augult) the following letter of thanks from the 
Speaker of the Huule of Commons | accompanied with a jewel 
of 620I. value ;

the interview with Chriftina* Queen of Sweden, at Koning- 
ftein. In June following he was difpatched to engage the Duke 
of ^ieuburg's intereft, to difpofe the Court of BrufleU to efpoufe 
the King's caufe, and promote a treaty of alliance between their 
Britannick and Catholic Majefties. — When the King fettled at 
Bruges, and raifed four regiments, he gave the command of one, 
in December 1656, to the Marquefs, that the Irifli might be 
tempted to come over and increale his forces j and by the Mar- 
quefs's intereft, the town of St. Ghiilaini in which the French had 
a garrifon, was delivered op to the Spaiuards in the beginning of 
io$7« a fervice of great importance, confidering its vicinity to 
Bmflels I and in February after, he was prefent at the Duke ^ 
York's attempt upon Mardike. when he had his herfe killed un- 
der hixn. 

Having been elefted a Knight of the Garter 18 September 
N.S. 1649, he conftantly wore the enfigns, though not inftalled

actions, be enteruined difmal apprebenfions of what might enfue, 
which are thought to have haftened his death, that happened 
%\ July 1688 at his feat of Kingfton-Hall in the C0unty of 
Dorfet I and 4 Auguft he was interred in Weftminlter- Abbey, 
During his adminiitration of affairs in Ireland, he procured many 
favours from the crown, for the public benefit of the kingdom. 
In Aug. 1660, he prevailed with the King to fill the 4 archi- 
cpifcopal, and 12 epifcopal fees, with the moft eminent men to 
be found among the Iriili clergy ; at which time great endeavours 
being uled to prevent the admiHion of epifcopacy, and the con- 
ftitution of the church of England, the clergy of Ireland ad- 
drefled themfelves to him for protection, and loon felt the good 
efieOs of his interpofition : and the grants he procured for them, 
drew from all the Biihops then in Dublin an addrefsof thanks, in 
the name of all the orthodox clergy of Ireland. And that the king- 
dom might never want an able and learned clergy, he had a bo- 
dy of ftatutes drawn up for the government of the Univerfity of 
Dublin, to whom he was an eminent and fingular benefadlor in 
many refpefls. At a confiderable expence and labour he revived 
the linen manufaflure, the foundation of which was laid by the 
Earl of Strafibrd, to which is owing its now flourifliing ftate. 
He obtained the allowance of a free trade to all foreign nations, 
either in war or peace with England. He procured the Kibg*s 
letter for incorporating a College ofPhyficians in Dublin, to im- 
prove the fcience and reform the pradice of phyfick in Ireland 
(which fociety ha^ the grant of a new charter 29 Sept. 1692.) 
He accomplijhcd the foundation of the hofpital near Dublin, for 
ancient and maimed officers and foldiers of Ireland ; which 19 
Feb. 168^, was incorporated a body politic of governors, to have 
perpetual fucceflion, &c. He founded a publick fchool called the 
College of Kilkenny, and endowed it with lands to the amount 
of 14c]. a year. He fet up and encouraged, at a great expence, 
both the woollen and linen manufa^ures. Andlived td (ee four 
Kings, three of whom he fervid for 57 years, with an unAiaken 
zea] and untainted loyalty, as all his anceftors had done before 
him. He had feen three generations above him, his father, 
grandfather, and great-great uncle Thomas, Earl of Ormond $ 
and as many below him, his fon, his grandfon, and his great- 
grandibn Thomas^ who was playing in the room but a few honrs

Earl of OlTory gained fo much glory ; the States of Holland, 
the Duke de Villa Hermofa, governor of the Low Counrnes, and 
the King ot Spain himfelf, in a letter under his own hand, ac- 
knowledjging his great iervices in that campaign. But thii excel- 
lent nobfiqnan (o? whom enough cannot be faid) was fnatcfaed 
away by a fever at Whitehall 30 July 1680, to the univerfal re- ' 
gret of England, and the general grief of great part of Europe, - 
and his body was conveyed to the Umily vault in the Cathedral 
of Kilkenny.

moil of the gentlemen of the county of Kilkenny ; who 

being 

returned to London in July, and was made Colonel ofa regioient 
of borfe in Ireland. In May 168$. be was pppointed a Lord of his 
Majeily's Bedchamber, and ferv-ng in the army, was fent down 
into the Weft againft the Duke of Monmouth, and had a fharein the 
vidory over that unfortunate Nobleman 6 July, at Sed gemote 
near Bridgewatcr. He was eledled Chancellor of the Univerfity 
of Oxford 25 July i6b8, in the room of his grandfather, and in- 
ftalled 23 Angult at his houfe in Sr. Janie 's-fguare '1 o his pow- 
er he oppofed the dclporick nieafures of K Jamcss Couf, and 
17 November 1688, joined with feveral Lordsasd Bifhops, in a 
petition to the King, to prevent, by calling a free Parliament, 
the mtferies his perfon and kingdoms were expofed to; but 
meeting with a iharp anfwer, his Grace left the Court, along 
whh Prince George of Denmark $ and declaring for the laws 
flCnd liberties of his country, was one of the 6rft of the Engli/H 
nobility that went over to the Prince of Orajige; for which K. 
James fcixcd his eftate in Ireland, to the value of 25,000! a year, 
and 20 April 1692, excepted him out of his general pardon ; his 
Parliament at Dublin having attainted him 7 May 16S9. 

On K. William's advancement to the throne, Kis Grace 14 
February 168B (the day afier the King and Queen were pro- 
claimed) was made a Gentleman of his Bedchacnber, and Colonel 
of the Second Troop of Guards $ inflalled a Knight of the Gar« 
ter 5 April 168^ and 11, conftitured High Conftable of England 
for their Majefties Coronation. In 1690 he attended his N^ijefty 
into Ifiland ; was at the Battle of the Foyne, and two days after 
detached with his uncle Henry, Lord Auverqiierque, ard nine 
troops of horfe to fecure and take poffeflion of the citv of Dublin ; 
and the King afterw irds advancing towards Kilkenny, his Grace 
Was difpatched from Callledermot, to fecure that ciiy and 
the adjacent country from plunder ; when his Majefty came 
there lo July, he Iplendidly entertained him in his Caftle, at- 
tended him into England and Holland s and 29 July 1693, was 
at the battle of Landen, wherein he charged the enemy at the 
head of one of Lumley's fqaadrons, received feveral wounds, and 
having his horle ihot under him, was refcned by a gentleman of

Jogh Ogc O'Ncilc, biTther to the arch rcbf' S rPhcrm, and the Popifti i-it'- 
sens of Kilkeony, petitioned the red of the Couacij of Kiikcnoy, that all the 
Englifli ProCeftants there (bou)d be put to death; whcreunto Alderman Rich- 
ard Lcwlefs in excnfe aniVercd, that they were &1!

Berwick, made prifoneV by Brigadier Churchill, and when at 
liberty, attended bis pr-fl: in the arn»y, where, the grandeur of 
his table and retinue, were an honour to the EngUfli nation, ai 
his valour had been an example to the nobility ^. 

By Anne be was appointed 20 April 1702, Commander in 
Chief of the land forces, fetagainft France and Spain, when he 
deftroyed the French fleet, funk the SpaniHi galleons in the har- 
bour of Vigo, and took the F'ort of Ke^ondella, for wbicb bo 
received the thanks of both boufes of Parliament. 14 June 1 yot^ 
he was made L. L. of the county of Somerfet ; and 4 February 
following, her Majeily declared him L. L. of Ireland, where ho 
was received with every demonflration of joy ; and during his ftajr 
till the year 1706 in this high poft, governed with more affec- 
tion from the people, and kept his Court in greater fplendor, tbaa 
ever was known in this kingdom. 

In 1707, he was appointed Colonel of the third troop of horfe 
guards; 19 06tober 17 10, again declared L. L. of Ireland; and 
I January 1711, made Colonel of the firft regiment of Foot 
Guards, and declared Captain General and Commander in Cbief 
of the land forces in Great Britain, or which were or Ibould be em- 
ployed abroad, in conjundtion with tbetroopsof the allies ; which 
poft (his commiffion bieing figred 26 February be held till the 
treaty of Utrecht in 1 7 « 3.

figned the proclamation, declaring K. George I. to be the only 
lawful and rightful King of Great Britain ; on whofe arrival, he 
was gracioufly received b^ his Mdjefty ; appointed 9 O^ober 
1714 of bis Privj Council m Ireland ; and L. L of the county 
otSomerietf firom wbicb be was removed a few days after, at 
be bad been 1 8 September before from being Captain-General of 
the army, the Lord VifcountTownlhend then acquainting him, 
that his Majefty had no longer occafion for his fervice in that 
quality, but would be glad to fee him at Court.

By her Sir 
Edward had iflfuc four fons and three daughters, Barbara, 
Anne, and Ellen ; the eldeft whereof was R\ i\ married to 
Richard, only fon and heir to the Lord Wenman ; fhe af- 
ter became the fecond wife of James Howard, the third Earl 
of Suffolk, and died 13 December i6S'i, aged 59, leaving 
a daughter Ehzaheth, married to Sir Thomas Fehon, of 
Playford, in Suffolk, Bart, whofe only child Flizabethwas 
married in i^gt; to John Hervcy, Earl of Briftoi. The 
fons were William, John, George, fucceflive Lords 
Grandifon ; and Sir Edward Villiers, anceftor to George- 
BuflTy, Earl of Jerfey in England, and Vifcount Grandi* 
fon, but of him hereafter. 

William, the eldefl fon, fucceeding 9 December 1630, 
to 'the title of Vifcount Grandifon, was prefent in the par- 
liament of this kingdom 4 November i6u'; 2nd in 1640 
was Colonel of a regiment in the army of K. Charles I. raifed 
againft the Scots ; on the breaking out of the civil war, he 
engiig^ed all his brothers to adhere to his Majefty, and fig- 
nalized himfelf on many occafions.

their firft rifing, who pofTeiTed themfelves of their arms^ he 
went to England and there ferved the King, till in December 
1642, by the mifctrriage of orders, he was expofed at too 
great a diftance from the army, with his own regiment of 
300 horfe, and another of 200 dragoons, to the unequal 
encounter of 5000 horfe and dragoons ; and, after a retreat 
to Wincheftcr, was taken with all his party ; which was the 
fird lofs of that kind the King fudained, but without the 
leail fault of the commander, who effeded his efcape with 
two or three of his principal officers^ ^od «;ere well received 
by the King at Oxford. 

On 25 July 1634 he coronriajided the foot at the fiege of 
Briftol, where the next day he led on a divifion with great 
refolution ; which being beaten off and himfelf wounded^ 
he was carried to Oxford, and there died, whofe lofs (fays 
the Lord Clarendon) can never be enough lamented.

This family had its name from the lordfliip of AnncT* 
leya, vulgo Anneflei in the county of Nottingham, which 
was probably the place of its refidence before the Norman 
conqueft ; for when the general furvey of that kingdom was 
taken by the conqueror's appointment, anno 1079, the own- 
er thereof was Richard de Anneflei, lo whom nicceeded his Ri'cluu4. 
fon Ralph, called Brito, Le Brett, or Britain, who found- jjij^, 
cd the priory of Fellcy in the faid county, giving, by the 
confent of his heirs, to God, the Blefled Virgin, St. Helen^ 
and Friar Robert the hermit and his fucceflbrs, the place 
of Felley, w ith the appurtenances, in pure alms ; and with 
the approbation of his fon Reginald, in 1156 he gave to the 
priory of St. Cuthbert at Radeford near Workfop, the church 
and priory of Felley, which was confirmed by the Bull of 
Pope Alezaader 111. in ii6it the fecond year of his pontifi* 
catc. 

He was buried on the north fide of the altar in the priory 
of Fellev, leaving by Aubrey his wife two fons, Rf'gi' ald iLctiasl^ 
and Drogo. Reginald took on him the name De Annefle- 
ga, orAnncfleia, and in I ? 7 5 accounted with K.Henry II. 
for 100 marcs, the amercement of the foreft of Shi re wood. 
At the requed of his father, he gave to St. Mary, and the 
houfe and brethren of Felley, the right of his patronage of 
the church of Annclley, with the water-courfe and mill at 
Bradley, in pure alms, for the health of himfelf, hjs wife 
and his heirs, and the refrefhment of all his parents c'e- 
parted, which gift was confirmed by Geffrey, Archhifhop 
of York ; to which grant was appendant a round feal of a 
lion pafTant, circumfcribed Si^fiium Reynaldt de Annrjley. 
—He and his fon were wiint fT <• to a d» ed of R e ' ' 'c 
iofula^ fon of Geoffrey de infula, of Kirkeby-Wodehoufe,

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in 1 1 72, at Eafter, whereby he confirmed 10 the canons of 
Felley, all they had acquired in the times of his anccftors 
and his own, faving the foreign fervice, as much as be- 
longed to one bovat of land^ which Arnold Pugil beftowed 
on that houfe. 

By the counfel atid corrfcnt of Hawife his wife, he gave 
likewife to the canons of Felley the whole land, which was 
Ernulph de Wodehoufe's ; and dying 25 November, was bu- 
ried near his father under a ftooe^ adorned with a crucifix i 
leaving 

Ralph, or Ranulph dc Anhefley his Ton, who, Tiding 
with the rebellious Barons, forfeited his eftate, but it was 
reftored to him by the King's precept to Philip de Mace, 
in 1216, fheriflP, of the counties of Derby and Nottmg- 
ham, which he had forfeited when he departed from his 
allegiance to K. John^ father of that king, to whofc 
faith and fervice he was then returned. He gave to the 
canons of Felley, common of pafture in all his fields of paf- 
ture, with free paffage through his demefnes of Annefley, 
and confirmed the gitts of his anccftors to that priory. In 
1217 he was fo infirm, that he was excufed from ferving 
the office of coroner ; and dying 26 March 12 1 8, left Regi- 
nald his heir ; and Ralph, to whom he gave fix bovats of 
land in Morton, who was knighted, and married Lucia, 
cldeft of the three daughters and coheirs of Adam de 
San(5ta-Maria (fon of Paganiis, Lord of Roumarfh in York- 
fhire, and of Bulcotes and Knyveton in Nottinghamfhire) 
by Aibreda, his fecond wife, daughter of Jordan de Chever* 
court, and widow of Robert de St. Qiiintin, which Aibreda 
paid a fine to K.John 27 November 121?, of three palfreys, 
for licence to marry this Adam de San6ta-Maria. By the 
faid Lucia he was father of Robert de Annefley, who mar- 
ried Johanna, daughter of Sir Reginald de Annefley his un- 
cle ; and had John his heir, whofe Ton John put an end to 
the line, having only ilfuc by his fecond wife Ifabel, a daugh- 
ter of her name, married to John Afhwellj to whom b/ 
fine (he gave the faid lands of Morton. 

Sir Reginald, who fucceeded his father Ralph, at Annef- 
ley, confirmed to Felley Priory his father's grant of the fer- 
vices of Robert del Broc, his Fillain \ and of the Oxgang of 
land, which Galfridus, fon of Richard del Broc held in the 
fieldi of Annefley, to the church of Ail Sainu at Annefley,

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to find a lamp burning all the hours which were Tung in that 
church. He paid il. for two knights fees in Anncfley, which 
lie held of Ralph de Freffenvillc in the time of Hen. ill. and 
deceailng 27 of June, had iffue by the daughter and heir of

Annefley her firft coufin j and 

Sir John de Anneflcy, who 4 Augufl, 13 Edward I. hadSir JoJa. 
a grant dated at Newfted in Shirewood, of free warren in all 
his demefncs of Anncfley in the lands of Roumarijs, in county 
of York, fo long as the faid lands were not within the 
bounds of the King, and that none (hall dare to choofe or 
take any thing therein under the penalty of lol. — WirnefTct 
R. biihop of Bath and Wells; Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lin- 
coln, and ethers ; which grant of free warren was a fpecial 
favour in thofe days, and being at that time a knight, he was 
made fberiff, or had the cuftody committed to him during • 
pleafure, of the counties of Nottingham and Derby, 14 Ed- 
ward I. (to account yearly into the Exchequer) in which of- 
fice he continued for five or fix years, as appears from the pipe 
rolls of thofe times. — ">8 fame reign he was fummoned to at- 
tend the King to Scotland, having 40I. a year, and to find 
horfeand armour, he having lands of that value lying between 
the rivers Owfe and Derwent. In the 5, 4. and 5 years of 
K. Edward IL he executed the oflRce of (hcrifF for the county

Sir Francis Annefiey, the eldeft Ton, made the kingdom sir Fraud* 
of Ireland the fcene <^ his fortune and adions, where he < 
CiithfuUy fervcd K. James and Chartes I. near 40 ye ars, in 
offices and employments of high truft and importance. 3 
i/hj 1605 he had' a penfion granted him of five {hillings 
a day; and whereas there were certahi officers efiahliflied m 
IreUmdy as namely, the clerk of the ordnance* of the vic« 
tuals, and works, who were from time to time to yield ac- 
count of their refpedive dilburfements ; and that for more 
aflunmce of juft accompts to be rendered, and for prevention 
of deceits, there were Comptrollers appointed in the two 
former offices only, his Majefty ere6ted the office of Comp- 
troller over theQerk of the Works, by letters patent, dated 
16 July 16669 and made choice of Mr. Annedey, as one 
fuffident for that place, which he conferred upon him for 
life, with the fee of 20I. a year.

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in pay, after fuch others were firft fupplied for whom the 
King had given former particular warrants, it being his 
pleafure that his feveral dire6tions in that kind be put into 
execution, according to the priority of their dates ; which 
the King was induced to confer upon him, having received 
fo many teftimonies of his judgment, fafficiency, and for- 
wardnefe to d6 himfervice, that bethought himfelf obliged 
to take gracious notice thereof, and to extend his favour 
towards him upon all fitting occafions, to encourage liis 
faithful continuance therein *i and 13 June 1632, he was 
made Treafurer at War. 

By patent*, dated 8 February 1628 he was created 
Baron Mountnorris of Mountnorris, and took his feat in 
the Houfe of Lords 14 July 16343 ; and the King having 
granted a Commiflion of Grace for the remedy of defe6live 
titles, his Lordftiip, with the Lord-Treafurer, the Lords 
Fingall, and Lecale, were (i Auguft) appointed a Commit- 
tee to view the bill, entitled "An A61 for Confirmation of 
Letters Patent to be pafled upon the faid Commiflion 
Upon whofe report the lame day, the bill was read a third 
time, put to the vote, and was pafled by general afient^ 
and he was nominated one of tbe Lordsj to attend and 
move the L D. tbat he would be pleafed to hear wiih 
fpeed, all filch as (hould defire to pais their lands on the 
Commiffion crf'Defedivc Titles, and tofet down eafy rates 
on the time, that his Majefty's grace and &vour might be

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Slight bef the better paid. To vhich the L. D. returned 
ttdwer, it was as great a grace and 6iToar as could he of- 
fered to any people, and that as he was the King's fer- 
iranty and moft tender the King's profit, fo he wonld do 
it with aU moderation, and Citisfa^on to the -fiib* 
jeas 

In the year 1629, King» having by letter called him 
into England about matters much importing his MajeAy's 
profit and fervice, received fo good &tisfa6iion in all 
things from him, as induced the King to return him to 
his charge with this teftimony, " That as he had hitherto 
found him an able and faithful fervant, for which he 
had extended fpecial marks of his grace and bounty to*> 
wards him, fo he was confident of his perfcverance 
therein, and accordingly fhould be ready to enlarge his 
** fevours to him, as fitoccafion fhould be offered." And 
in his letter to the L. J. Elye and Cork, dated at Oat- 
lands lo Auguft, writes, We do let you know, that as 
we do expert from him all due care and induftry, as 
well for the improvement of our revenues, and ad- 
vancement of our profit, as for the diminution and 
abatement of our prefent charge, by all juft and honour- 
" able means ; fo it is our pleafure and command, that 
** you fhould take his advice and afliftance, and give him 
«* all favourable hearing, countenance and fupportation 
<* in all matters conducing thereunto, as to a chief Officer 
and well defer ving fervant of ours, whom we value 
and cfteem ; and becaufe we have given him fome things 
in efpecial charge for our profit and fervi<;c, about 
*^ which he may have occafion to make his repair to our 
Royal Prefence, to give us an account thereof, we do 
** will and require you to grant him licence to come unto 
*• us, when he fhall deiire it, and give him fuch allow- 
** ance by concordatum, out of the monies allowed for 
extraordinaries, for the time he fhall attend our fer- 
** vice here, as in like cafes hath been accuilomed toper-' 
fons of his place and quality." ' 

But, in 1635, during the Government of tlie L. D. 
Wentworth, his Lordfhip fell into much trouble, being 
by him committed to prifon, and 13 ^ December fenten0cd 
to lofe his head by an extraordinary a6l of power, thc'de-* 
puty cauiing him to be condemned by a Council of« War' 
. . I 2 (iummoned

was fitting in the Prefcnce-Chamber, one of his fervants, 
in removing a ftool, happened to hurt his foot, then indi(^ 
pofed through an acceflion of the gout, one of the Compa- 
ny faid to the Lord Mountnorris, that it was Annefley, his 
kiniinan, one of the L. Deputy's Gentlemen-UQiers, that 
had done it : Whereupon his Lordfhip anfwered, " Per- 
haps it was done in revenge of that public affront, which 
my L. D. had done him formerly, but he hath a brother, 
that would not take fuch a revenge." His Lordfhip, in 
his defence, protefted, that what interpretation fo- 
cvcr his words might have put upon them, he intended 
no hurt or prejudice to the perfon of the Deputy ; affirm- 
ing, that by thefe words, But he hath a brother that 
would not take fuch a revenge," he meant only, that the 
laid brother would die, before he would give the Deputy 
occaiion to give him fuch a rebuke. But notwithflanding, 
ho was adjudged to be imprilbned, deprived of his com- 
mands in the army, di&rmed, diiabled of ever bearing 
office therein, and laftly, to be (hot to death, or loie his 
head, at the deputy's pleafiire^— After this fentenoe, it ap>* 
pears by tlie King's letter from Weftminfter 19 April 
1636 ' , that his Ma^efty had extended ibme degree c» favour 
towards lum ; but being given to underAand," lays the

But 6 April 1637 he had a pardon under the great ibd 
(having continued from the time of his fentence, a dofc 
^riibner in tlie Caftle of Dublin) upon his bumble Peti- 
tion ; which, though he thought abfolutely necefiry at 
that time, and his Majefty was pleafed in his clemency to 
grant it, yet he feems to undervalue and defpifc it in his 
Petition, which 7 November 1640 he prefented to tht 
Commons of England, whereby he relinquifhed all advan- 
tage of defence by the laid pardon, and fubmitted the 
^ crimes, to him imputed, to their icrutiny and determina* 
tion. 

He departed this life in 1660, and was buried 23 No* 
vember in the Ch.mcel of Thorganby Church, Yorkfliire ; 
having married to his firft wife Dorothea, daughter of 
Sir John Philips, of Pi6ton-CaftIe, in th^ county of Pem* 
broke, the firft Baronet of that family-, by his wife Anne, 
daughter and coheir to Sir John Perrot of Harrolilon, 
L.D. of Ireland, and by her, who died 3 May 1624, 
was buried the next day at St. John's, Dublin, he had five 
Ions and eight daughters, viz.

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teftant intereft : And m 1647 (complying entirely with the 
Parliament) he was nominated the firft of their five Com- 
miflioners, to receive the garrifons and enfigns of Govern- 
xnei^t from the Marqueis of Ormond, L. L. — But the 
Chief Governors of the State running into wild meafures, 
and purfuing confufed inconfiftenc fchemes, he forcfaw the 
difti'a6lions that muft enfue, and wifhed for nothmg more 
than the reftoration of the King, and the re-eftablifliment of 
the laws and religion of his countiy : To which end, he was 
empowered with Sir Jolin Grenvil, Sir Thomas Peyton, 
Mr. Mordaunt, and Mr. Legge, by a blank commilTion, 
dated atBrufleis 7 March 1658, to treat with any of his Ma- 
jefty's fubje6ls in England or Wales, that were, or liad been 
iaarms aginft him or his father (except fuch as were con- 
cerned in the murder of his father) and to affure them, if 
they would join heartily in his reftoration, diat they fhould 
have not only free pardon, but fuch recompence as their 
lervice fliould merit. — In diis truft they proceeded with fuch 
caution and a6livity, that a day in July 1659, was fixed 
for a general rifing, many of the nobility and gentiy being 
engaged by them in the King*s fervice: But though the 
attempt proved unfuccelsful, yet he greatly contributed af- 
terwards to the accon^plifhment of that work ; for, being 
one of the fecluded members, he was rcftored to his feat 
%l February; and being chofen Prelident of the Council.of 
State, appointed to govern in the interval of Parliament, 
fiom 16 March to 25 April 1660, he was, as Lord Cl»- 
jrendon writes, very well consented, that the King fhould 
receive particular mformation of his devotion and leiblo- 
tion to do him lervice, which he manifefted in many parti- 
culars of impoitance, had the courage to receive a let* 
ter from his Majefty, and returned a dutiful anfwer to 

Fear which feithful ftrvices he was fipom of the Privy 
Council, and 4 June appointed, with Sir William Morris, 
and others, to tender the oaths of iupremacy and allegi-

DILLON ViacouMT P.Ii,LONi. 

IS noble family is fiiid to derive its origin from Lo- 
chan, or Logan, Ion to the Monarch O'Ntilc, which Lo- 
chan, in the joint govemmcni of Hugh Slane and Coiman 
Riembriech, about the ycai- 595, or 598, hapf>ening in 
lc*ic coatefi to kill the laner, was thereupon called Dilunc 
or Ddion, which f^nifies brave or valiant ; but Colman 
bdiig his Other's nephew, Lochan was obliged to fly, to 
afoid his difpleafure « and at that time a war fublifting be- 
tween the King of Fiauoe, and the Duke of Aquitaine, he 
pat himielf into theDuke^s iervice, and by his condudand 
bravery, contributed greatly to fuppoit himinhb ibve-> 
reignty; in lecompencc whereof, (havii^ loft his.fonsbr 
that war) hegave Mm bis daughter in nurriage ; in vhpK 
ri^ht, after h»£Mber*s deith, he became Pkiim and Senror 

icigQ 
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w&gn of Aquitaine. This principality continutd in his 
pofterity, until K. Heniy II. married Alienoi-a, daughter 
and heir to William, Duke of Aquitaine, the fifth of that 
name, and the nindi in fucceflion from Ranulpfai, of the 
Houfe of Burgundy, (which Duke William was defcended 
from the ekieft branch) and about (he year 11729 by hi* fu- 
perior power, obtained Aquitaine. Upon which event, 
to deftroy the popularity of the male defcendants of the iaid 
Loch an Delion, and prevent any diftuibance on their acr 
count, he brought Sir Henry Delion, and his brother 
Thomas, infants, to England, their f ather and friends be- 
ing flain in the war he had carried on againft them*. 
Sir Henry, The fa id Henry Delion, (now Dillon) in 1185, was fent 
Dro^tn '^^^^ Ireland, firft Gentleman and Secretary to John, Earl 
^' of Morton, after K. John, who granted to him Mac-Car- 
ron's tnritory, called Corknii, wit!i part of Annaly, now 
the county of Longford, an-J a ccniideraMc firarc of Mac- 
Geoghegan's and O'Melauhlin's territories. Sec, extending 
from the river Shannon to ClugJjanenumora, eaft of Mullin- 
gar, to hold per Baroniam in Qipite, by the fervice of 60 
Knights fees. This large tra6t was called after its Lord, 
Dillon's Country, and fo continued till reduced into 
fhire ground, by K. Henry VIII. when it was divided into 
the barony of Kilkenny- Weft, and others. He was then ho- 
noured with Knighthood, and by this tenure /attended witha 
kind of iovereignty) he and his heirs were entitled to have 
fummons to Parliament, like the ancient Barons of Eng- 
land 'who held their baronies by the fame tenure. He built 
his manfion-houie, with a church in Druiniany, pretty much 
in the centre of his country, in theWeft of Meat!) ; alio a caf- 
tle inDunimonv; and feveral abbies fanhofe of Athlone,Kil- 
kenny-Wci^, Arclnccrany, Holy-in^ind, Hare-Hland, &c.) 
churches and cafties were built and enciowed by his defcei • - 
ants. Lords of the faid territoiies. He was progenitor to 
all who bear die name of Dillon, a name of gieat note, 
in the counties of Meath, Weftmeath, Longford, Rofco- 
jnon. Mayo, and other paits of the kingdom, where, and

Prieft, who built an abbey in Kilkenny- Weft, where 
he was buried ; Henry, who fucceeded ; and Maurice, 
tnade a Knight Bannaret, who married Letitia, daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard Tuite, and was killed by the rebels in 
the north of Ulfter ; Mary, nianled to Sir John Dalton, 
^ord of Dalton's Country ; and Bridget, to. O^EeizaU, ^ 
prince of Annaly. 

Sir Henry Dillon, of Drumrany, was living there i Ed- Sir Henry* 
waixl in. which King committed to him, by patent, the 
cuftody of the manor of Kilkenny- Weft, forfeited by Hugh 
de Lacie, to hold, witli all the appurtenances, during plea- 
sure, rendering 4I. into the Exchequer for the firft year, and 
for every year after the full e:>. tent ol the manor; which 
grant, the King, for divers confiderations, revoked ; and 
by patent, dated at Dublin 15 May 13J.3 ( ly Edward III.) 
Renewed to him for 12 years, at the rent of 4I. for the firft 
year, and loo fhillings for every year aiVr. Alfo, by 
eommifTion of the fame date, the King granted him the wa- 
ter-courfcs and fifh.ngs of Athlone, during pleafure, at the 
rent of loi. a year ; and made him Conftahle of that Caftle, 
which he funendered to William, fon of Andrew Birmmg- 
ham, 30 Auguft 1346.

General Collector and Receiver of all and fingular 
the Compofition Money, vdthin the provinces of Conaught 
and Thomond* $ which employment was renewed to him by 
K.James, 20 Auguft, 1 of his reign*. In the following 
year he funendered the fame, an^ in confideration of his 
• affur«d truft and fidelity, and in regard of his divers and 
fundry fervices, the King re-granted and confirmed to him, 
27 June 1604, only the faid office of Collector and Re- 
ceiver General of the Compofition Money, but ajfo that of 
General Ccflbr and CoUeclor of all and lingular the feveral 
counties of Galway, Mayo, Sligo, Leitrim, Rofcomon, 
and Clare, alias Thomond ^. — He commanded an indepen- 
dent troop in Elizabeth's reign, and in 1559, received 
the honour of Knighthood in the field of battle ; and his 
MajeAy K. James I. having by the faithful fervice of many 
years, a fuUconfcflion of his fidelity and merit, was pleafed 
to advance him to the Peerage of Ireland, by creating him 
Vifcount Dillon of Cofleilo-Gallen in the kingdom of Ire- 
land, by letters patent* bearing date at Weftminfier, 16

Lucas, the eldeft fon, and fecond Vifcount Dillon, was Ltiwi^ 
14 years and 6 months old, in September 1624, when he YiTmm 
fucceeded his grandfather ; and 14 December that year, his 
wardfhip and mamage were granted to Sir John King, 
Knt. In 1625, when 15 years of age, he manied Lady 
Mary Mac Donnell, fecond daughter of Randal, the firft 
Earl of Antrim, and dying, as by Inquiiition, 13 April 
1629 was conveyed in a coach from Killenfaghny, and 
buried 14 September, in the Friary of Athlone; leaving 
iiTue by his Lady (who remained with Oliver, the (ixm

Theobald, the third Vifcount, aged 3 months, at the Thcofcaii^ 
death of his father, and he dying in ward to the King, 13 vir^u«t. 
May 1630, as by inquiiition, was fucceeded by his uncle, 

Thomas, the fouith Vifcount, who being within age, tIioiim», 
viz. 15 years old at the acceflion to the honour; K. Charles y^^^^^^^ 
L by indenture, bearing date 8 December lame year, de-' ' 
mifed and to fai-m fet, die eftates then very conlidebrable, 
and extending into the counties of Mayo, Rofcomon, and 
Weftnieath, to Sir Lucas Dillon of lough-Glyn, in county 
of Roicomon, Knt. ; and 15 March 1635-6, his LordlTiip 
having attained his full age, had livery of his lands. He 
was bred a Roman Catholic, but when 15 years of age, . 
declared himfelf a Proteftant, and was prefent in the Par- 
liiunent hdd at Dublin, 16 March 1639-40 ^, and 23 0<5io- 
X ber 
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b^r 1r640, we£ndbtiiia Lord of the trivy-Council* : tt 
February diatycar, hewa^ of the Commrttee of GnevahceSi, 
in November 164 1, he, and the Lord Vlfcoiint Mayo, 
irere appointed Govemoi-s bf the County of Mayo» which for 
feme months they kept free from all difturbances, without 
^nv aiTiftance from the ft&te. Soon after which, tlie two 
Iloufes of Parliament, conlidering of more efte6^ual me- 
thods to quell the rebellion than had been hitlurto taken,, 
to prevent its growth, to reinove the difcontents of the na- 
tion, and reftore the peace of the kingdom ; did thereupon 
affent to ^ reprefcntation to the King, and in certain inftruc- 
tiohs given by the Lords (i^ February 1641-2) then in 
toWn, after the prorogation ot the former Parliament, the 
Lord Dillon was charged with pVefcnting them to the King, 
and to prels for fpeedy and effc6lual orders therein. His 
Lordfhip was well qualified for this impoitant truft and 
^tnnmiffioti, being a meinber of the iPrivy Cotmcil of ht^ 
laady a Pmtdlam, a , man of eztraDttliiia^ pam aAd d«- 
nieaii6ur, generally bieloved and eftedmed, yrtXL ztkBeA to 
the Crown, and very accef^tabk to hii Majefty, who had 
!ately reteived and treated him vathiittgiihr marks of efteem 
>>nd kindneis; and at this time the liouife 6f Loids recom- 
mended it to the King, that he might have fome Command 
Jrt Conaught, where his power and ihter^ Wert cohlidie- 
):able. Hie embarked a few days afier the proi^bgation, inr 
Jrtxier to ^o to England, and execute this employment ; biU 
being driven by a f^ortn as far as Scotland, landed there, 
and making all polfible estpedidbil tt> London, with Lord 
Taaffe, who accompanied him, was fcized on the road at 
Ware in Hcitfordfliire, hy an order of tiie Iloufe of Com- 
mons, dated 3 November, all his papers taken away, and 
himfclf fecured with the Lord .Taaffc, remained in cuftody 
fcveral months, till it was of no confequence to keep them 
longer in rcflraint; and then being negligently guarded, 
they made their efcape and went to the King at York, too 
Iktc to otfer a remedy, when the I'ebels were ftrcngthened 
with foreign fupplies, and the rebellion was become almoft 
iiniverfal. We are told by Do(5ior Borlacc, in his hiftoiy 
Cif that time, that his Lordfhip in his private inftru(9ions, 
had orders to move, that no forces might be fcnt over out 
of England, but diat the whole work might be left to the 

rcmonllrants.

After his iftuin home, he was made a Lieiitenant-Gene- 
ral, and the King repollng efpecial truft and confidence in 
the great induftry, judgment, abilities, and good affedlion 
of his Lordfhip, %nd Henry, Vifcount Wilmot, did 27 
April 1645, appoint them joint Prefidents of Conaught% 
and Governors of the Foit of Athlone, but that Fort being 
luppreffed by FaSfaer Gebige B^Qmi m favour of the Nun- 
do's party^ and his Lordfliip bemg very uneafy at Ihe I06 
' «f h» Gavcfimiem, md hoping to reoorer it, went to KxK 
ktony for that purpofe, whcWs 6 December 1646, he was 
MOiicUed by ^e Nuncio, to the CSiurch of Rome, acocnd* 
ing to the Roman iPomifieal fn St. Maiy*a Qimch befeie t 
ccmoonrfe of ]>eople; u^km which, theoapremeCoun* 
dl refolved to deliver back to him Athlone, whitiMr fie

Wcdnt. ^andifig company of 97 men at 15s. a day j with whom, 
on the breaking out of the rebellion the yearafier, he ac- 
companied the Lord Moore, into Drogheda, 26 06lober, 
for the defence thereof againft the Northern rebels : But his 
religion inclining him to £iTour their infurredicw,- he de- 
clared much virulencv in his a(Fe61ions^ by giving gron nd- 
lefs alarms, raifing ralfc rumours, and inmnng evil difjpo- 
fitions into the minds of the townfmen ; w^ho, as it after- 
wards appeared, w^ere but too forward to take part with the 
rebels. It was believed, they had in the very beginning 
concerted to cut ofl the Lord Moore, and feize apon his

-That year ( 1576) he joined the Deprtv In his march, to 
fupprcfs the inluiredlion of the Earl of Clanrickard's fons, 
who had v alued his countiy ; and by his alfiftance and ad- 
vice, the deputy dividing his army, ror.tod fcveral pa: tics of 
the rebels, execi.tcd Ibme, killed many more, difperfed the 
Scots who had joined them^ aiA ittiutied to Dublin, after 
he had ftrcngthcned and relloied Mac-William to many of 
his caftles, and left bir Nicholas Malby, Governor of Co- 
naught, poflefibd of the boufes of Rofcomon and Athlone, 
and all the Lord Clanrickard's houies in^ Oanrickard. In 
bis relation of thefe trsn&Ainns to the Lords of the Conn* 
. cil» from Galway 20 September^ the L. D. writes', that

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Mac-William in that rel)ellion was the only man of pow^r 
in Conaupht, that fhcwed himfelf loyal, and had done beft 
fervice upon the rebels ; and in his Lordihip s difpatches 
from Publin, 27 January fbllowmg« be relates "that after 
he iinderftoode that hb Lordflup> force was entted into 
^ hU countrie, whereof the Scotts ftoode moche in doubt, 
he gathmd his ftreng^ and people together^ and fooith- 
with gave a charge upon the Scottt, and cried Bmue^ 
Bwues, which voice fb foddeiuely geven, and they think- 
inge it indede to be true) it ftricke ibche a terror into the 
f* atnaied mynds of the beggarly Scotts, as they leaft all 
f* the pray behynde them, and laved theimfelves by flyt'ng 
and ronninge away. I delyvcred to hym the caftie of 
IbaiTye, I had taken from the two fons of one Edward 
*< Bourck (who wei-e fent from the Ear] of Clanrickarde's 
fons to critertain the Scots, to come into Conaught, to 
the aid of tliofe rebels) to kepe to her Majeftie^ ufe, 
and all the caftUes and piles belides he was difpoflTefled 
of ; fettled him quietlye in his ownc, with fuch crcditt 
and countenaunce, as I hope he fhall be hable to main- 
teine hym ft if, in defpite of all his enemies, Uiat ihali 
hereafter attempt any thinge againft him'." 
In 1585 he furrendered his eftate in the county of Mayo, 
upon the compofition then eftabliOicd in Conaught, died 
in diat year (tbaigh fome fay, in 1583) and having man-ied 
Grany-na-Male, (that is, Grace 0*Maly) daughter of Owen 
O'Maly of thf Owies, ' zn ancient Irifi Chief, and widow of 
jO'FIaheity (a lady much renowned by the natives of Co- 
toaught, who relate many adventnres and remarkable a6Hon$ ' 
bf her courage, aild undaunted fpiiit, whictt flie frequently 
performed on the iea) he .had three ions and one daughter, 
viz. Sir Th^bald' his bdr; Walter and Edmond, neither 
i>f whom left iflue; and Catharine, married to WilUam 
fcourke of Newtown. 

Sir Theobald Bourke (called Tibbot-ny-X ung, or of the S}r Theo* 
fhips, becauie he was bom at fea) in the reign of Q^£li* 
isabetti commanded a company in her Majefties pay, from vifcount. 
u'hich he was cafhier'd, for defeating and hanging" Dermoid 
C)'^Conor, in his way from Conaught to Munfter, as he was 
tnarching with the Prefidcnt's protecHon, in order to perform 
fingular fervicc in that province, on the amval of the voiing 
Kail of Defmond.' In 1597, he was fent into England by

their fuiTcnders, and confixaiixhe imt to them hy patent^ to 
hold by knight's fcrvice. 

In 16 13, he reprefented the county of Mayo in Parlia- 
inent ; and being pQlTeft'ed oi a laj-ge eftate, and dirtinguifh- 
ed for his eminent affection to the crown, K. Charles I, 
efteemed him worthy of a place among his Peers of Ire- 
Sand *5 and accordingly advanced him to the title of 
Vifcourt Burke of Mayo, by Privy Seal dated at Weftmin-» 
fler, S February' 1626, and by patent 21 June 1627!.

Viiduat. Archbifhop Laud, who, at his trial, boafted of having 
brought up that young Nobleman in the Ftoteftant religion* 
Ift 1639, he was Knight in Parliament for the county of 
Mayo I and during the courfe of the rebellion, performed 
;nany golxl fervices to the King by his courage and pru- 
dence i and, among the reA, penuaded his Kiniman, 
Itickard Bur^e in 1649, to quit the Nuncio's fa6lion9 and 
xeturn to the King's obedience; who no fooner did fo^ than 
as a teftimony of his iincerity, he difcovered to Sir Theo- 
bald a combination between Prince Rupert, then Admii-al 
of the fleet in the Irifli feas, and fome officers in Ireland, of 
forming a ichemeto ferve their countr)', religion, and King 
in an oppoiite way to the L. L. which Sir Theobald imme- 
diately communicated to the Marquefs of Clanrickard, who 
made it known to the L. L. wliereby it was prevented. — 
But in 165Z, after the kingdom was reduced by Cromwell, 
and the military fervice in a manner finifhed, the Commif- 
fioners of Parliament began their civil adminilb ation, by 
erc6ling a High Court of Juftice (as they called it) to try 
thofe, who Were accufedof the barbarous minders commit- 
ted in the rebellion. The com million for holding t/iat in 
Conaught boi-e date 17 December 1652 ; was figned by 
Fleetwood, Ludlow, and Jones ; and directed to Sir Charles 
Coote, Peter Stabbers, Humphiy Hurd, Francis Goie, 
John Deiborough^ Thomas Dayis^ Robert Oimiby, Ro- 
bert Clerky Charles Holcroft, John Eyre, Alexander Sta- 

* pies, and others, who fat upon the trial of his Lordfhip, for 

the afore&id maflkcre at Shrule, which they began 30 De- 
cember, and ended tz January, when he was condemned 
by the vote of fevcn of the Conimiflioners, (Gore, Davis, 
Clerk, and Holcroft dilTendng) to be fhot to death, which 
war execiitsxl upon him the 15 in Galway, where he was 
buried. The foldiers, appointed to fhoot him, miifed fire 
. three times, but at laft, ^ Corporal^ blind of an eye, hit 
him. 

His Lordfhip\s firfl wife was the daughter of 

.Talhot, of the county of York, Efi. (.eicended from the 
tarl of Shrewlhiir/ and W.;tcrford's familv, by whom he 
had tvro fon<; and two daughters; Theobald and Miles, 
who b<^th enjoyed the iionour ; Margaret, manied to Sir 
iienry Lynch, oi Gdiway, Bait, but died without ilfue ;

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. and Maud, to John Brown, of \Vcf>noit, in the county of 
Mayo, Efq. anccilor to the Earl of Altamont. His fecond 
wife was Eleano)-, daughter of Sir Luke Fitz-Geiald, of 
Tccroghan, in the county of Meath, Knt. and by her, 
(who 15 April 1653, v\ab permitted to enjoy fo much of her 
jointure^ as was dien waAe and undifpofcd of> and to re- 
ceive the rent re&rved upon fo much thereof, as was then 
'let, until further order, paying contributions } to enjoy al- 
io the peHimal eftate^ whereof her hufbanid died poffeaed; 
was allowed a penfion, in 1656, of 40 {hillings a week, 
and died in 1693} he had a fon Luke, who died 
young. . 

Sir Theobald, the feurth Vifcount, being left a minor, fi r'T'hee- 
prefeired a petition, upf>n his father's death, to the com- 
mii&oners oi Government for a maintenance; who declared, Viicoiwc 
15 April 1653, that if he would repair to Dublin, and 
make application to them, they would take care that he 
(liou Id be decendy educated, and maintained. He came to 
Dublin accordingly, and i July, Mr. Samuel Winter and 
Alderman Thomas Ilooke, were ordered to confider of fome 
godly and religious family, where he might be provided 
with diet and other nccellary accommodations, and to agree 
for his diet and fcliooling at the Free-School ; which they 
did, and he was placed under the tuition of Mr. John Ste- 
phens, Mafter of the Free-School in Dublin witli an al- 
lowance ot" 20I. a year, for his education and diet ; and 
20 Auguft 1656, in confidcration of a letter from the L. 
D. in his behalf, 30I. a year was allowed for his mainte- 
nance, to commence from 25 March preceding; lomc time 
after which, he was fent for to England by his mother's re-* 
lations, with whom he lived till the rdloration of the • * 
King. 

On 14 May 166 1 he took his feat in the Houie of Peers 
and 18 July, delivering a petition to he reftored to his ef- 
tate, it was ordered by the Houle, that he ihould he re- 
commended to the agents in England, paiticularly to lup- 
plicate his Majefty on his behalf, being comprifed in his 
declaration j and 30 June 1662, the Lords addreifed the

Richard* Richard, the eldeft fon, fucceeding his grandfather, had 
funmrons to Parliament i Henry VIII. and died on Tri- 
jiity Sunday 26 May 15 10, (2 Henry Vlll.) feized of the 
manor and caftle of Kilton, in the countv of York, and of 
the manors of Kirkby, Kendale, Ilclfrngton, ^x. He 
man led Anne , daughter of Sir John Conycrs, of Homby-

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' John, Lord Lumley, in 1513, (when James IV. of j" 
Scotland, invaded the kin^dum of his brotlier-in-law, 
Henry Vtll. whilft he was at t!ie fiege of Theroucnne, in 
France, and made himfelf "maftcr of Islorham-Caftle) brought 
a cuniKkrable ilrength to the Earl oi Surry, Lieutenant of 
the Nojtlij who had marched to York with 500 men only, 
and was a principal commander of the van- guard in the bat- 
tle of Flodden-Field (fought 9 September) where the King 
of Scotland feU> and hisi amy was defeated.-^In 6 Henry 
VliL he was fummoned to Parliament, as Lord Lumley, 
and the enfuing year had livery of his inheritance. In 1520 
he was prefent at the meetjig between his Sovereign and 
liie Emperor Charles V . at Canterbury ; aiid croffing Sie ieas 
the fame year, attended the King to his interview witib Francis 
King of France, between Ardres and Guifnes.— In 1523, 
he was in the armyuni^er the Earl of Shrcwlbury, to ihvade 
Scotland^ had not a peace enfued ; and the next year, in 
the expedition under the £arl of Surry againfi the Scots, 
who, with a fupply of 3000 foot and 1200 men at arms 
from France, having entered England vrere put to flight, 
with the lofs of Jedburgh and other places. — In 1530, he 
had fummons to that Parliament, which gave the firftftroke 
to the diifolution of the mon?Jtcries in England ; and the 
ne>:tyear ligned that memorable Utter to Pope Clement VII. 
intimating, that unlcls he complied with the King in his 
divorce from Catharine, his elder brother's widow, the 
acknowledgment of his fupremacy in England would be 
much endangered : But notwithftanding this, in 1537, he 
was among the chief of tliole Nnvtliern Lords, who ap- 
peared in the infurre^tion, called The Pilgrimage of Grace ; 
and a pardon being offered by the Duke of ^^orlo(k, Ge- 
neral of the army lent to fupprels them, he was delegated 
to treat with the Duke at Doncafter, and lb well accommo- 
dated matters, that all concenied in the tuAult w6re per- 
mitted to repair to their refpe6live habitations, without be- 
ing queftioned for their otfence, which was confirmed by 
the King. 

He manled Joan, daughter of Henry, Lotd Scrope of 
Bolton^ by Elizabeth^ daughter of Hetory Percy, Earl of 
Northumberland, by whom he had an only fon George, * 
who being engaged in an infurre61ion with the Lord Darcy, 
Sir Thomas Percy brother to the Earl of Northumberland, 
and others, was apprehended with them, committed to the 
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Tower, arraigned at Weftminfter in June 1537, before the 
Marque£s of Exeter, High Steward of England, and being 
found guilty of high treafon, fufFered deatli.^ — Having mar- 
ried Jane, fecond daughter and coheir to Sir Richard Knight- 
ley, of Upton/ in county of Northampton, Knt by Jane, 
daughter of Sir John Spencer, Knt. he left iffue by her, 
who remarried with John Knottesfbrd, <^ Malvern rriory 
in county ofWorcefter', John, fucceffor to his grandfa- 
ther; Jane, married to Gefiirey Markham, £fq. who died 
childleis ; and Barbara, firft to Humphrey Lloyd, of Pen- 
bigh, Efq. the Antiapary of Wales ^; and fecondly to 
William Williams, 01 Cloghwiljane, in Wales, £fq. 

John, Lord Lumlcy, the only fon, was an infant at his 
grandfather's death ; but, upon his petition i JBdward VI. 
^tting forth, that he was a perfon in lineage and blood 
corrupted, and deprived of all degree, cftate, name, 
fame, &c. by reafon of his father's attainder;" it was 
cna6i:ed, " That he and the heirs male of his body fhould 
have, hold, enjoy and bear the name, dignity, ftate and 
prehcminence of a Baron of England." — On 29 Septem- 
ber 1553, two days before the coronation of (c^^ Mary, he 
was made a Knight of the Bath, being firft kniglited by 
the Earl of Arundel, his father-in-law. Lord Stewaid of 
the Houfhold, commilTionrd by the Q^ieen to confer that 
honour. He and his lady attended the coronation ; he 
amongft the Barons, and fhe, one of the fix principal la-

She alio tode ih the pro* 
celfion at the funeral of that Q^ueen ; and his Lordflup 
April 1556, with the Lord Talboft^. introduced O&p Na- 
pea, Amhadador from the Emperor of Ruilla^' to hi^ aa* 
dience of lea?e, who broaght rich prefents fifcAA hia 
maftei*, and concluded a treaty of anllty and commetce^ 
being the firft Ambafiador to England^ ftom 
Couit* 

In 1559 (i Elizabeth) he was appointed a CommilTioner 
10 receive the claims of fuch, as held of the C^jjieen by the 
teAure of Grand Sirjeanty, and were required to penbrli^ 
their rcfpe6live fcrvices at her coronation. In 1566 he wis 
employed to treat with Cofmo Afedicis, Duke of Florence, 
about the fum of 1 1250I. due to K Heniy VIII. which the 
Queen received with intereft. — In 1570, he was taken into

of Secretary Davifon, for contempt towards the Queen, 
breach of his allegiance, and neglect of his duty, in fending 
the warrant for putting the Q^ieen of Scots to death, w^ith-* 
•ut her Majefty's Icnowledge ; and the commilTioners dif- 
fering in their fentiments about him and bis punifhment, hia 
Lordfhip declared, that the fentence wa»jt!ftly pronooiiced 
againft' that €(aeen ; but tbj)4 never in any agewa» therd 
fuch a contempt againft ^,i^raice heard or read of, that the; 
Queen's Council, in Queens palace, in the Council- 
Chamber, near the4(ueen, who was, as it were, Prefident 
of the Council, fliould reiblve upon a matter of fuch con- 
lequence, without her advice or knowledge, when both they 
and Davifon might have had £0 eafy accels to her : Proteft-

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In is8z, his Lordfhip and the le:amed Richard Cald* 
welly M. D. founded a publick le6^ure in chinugery, to 
be read in the college of phyiicians, to b^n 6 May 1584, 
aud to condnue for ever> twice a week, viz. on Wednef- 

day and Friday. — In 44 Eliza, he was one of the Peers for 
the trial of Robert Devereux, Earl of Effex ; and on the 
acceffionof K. James I. appointed one of the Comraiflioncrs 
for fettling the claims at hi:i coronation, and making Kn giits 
oi the. Bath. — He was, as Camden writes, *' a perfon of 
** entire viitue, integrity, and innocence, and In his old 

age a complete pattern of true nobility ; had fo great a 

veneration for the memory of his anceftors, that he caufed 
♦* monuments to be creeled for them in the collegiate 
** church of Chefter, on the ftreet (oppofite to Lumley- 

Caftle) in order, as they fucceeded one another, trom 
** Liulphus, down to his own time ; which he had either 

picked out of the demolifhed monafteries, or made new.'* 
— Having no ilVue, he took care that his eftate fliouJd de- 
fcend to one of his own name and blood, by his laii will, 
which he made 28 January 1605, and by deeds of letde- 
ment- By his will, he oixlered his body to be buried in 
the chm'ch of Cheam in Surry, whereof he was patron, with 
as little extraordinary charge, as conveniently might be; 
and bequeaths to his kinfman and heir male ^ichani, ion 
and heir apparent to Roger Lumley, £fq. ion of Anthony* 
brother to John^ Lord Lumley, his grandfather, his caftle 
of Lumley, and aU fuch manoi^s, &c. as he had made a 
leafe of in truft, 20 February 1594; ^d ordered aool. to 
be diftributed amongft the poor. 

He married hvft Jane, elder daughter and coheir to Henry 
Fitz-Alan, the laft Eaii of Arundel, of that furname, who 
died 25 February i579> «t. 68. (the other daughtei: Maiy 
being mamed to Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfouc^j the 
Earldom of Arundel ftill ftibiiib in that ilkiftrious family) 
and had ifi\ie Charles, Thomas, and Maiy, who died in- 
fants, and lie buried with their mother in the chancel at 
Cheam.

SirRichard, Sir Richard, who fucceeded his father, was the chief heir 
« male of the family, after the deceafe of John, Lord Lum- 
iTcooBt. jgy^ i6c9, and inherited the greateft part of the eftnte, 
by his Lordfhip's deed of fettlement and laft will. — On 19 
July 16 16, he was knighted at Theobalds, by K. James I.

Henry Lumley, Elq. the younger fon, embraced a mili- 
tary life ; was a very brave and good officer ; fevved in the 
wars of Ireland, at the revolution; and 10 Augiift 1692, 
was made Colonel of the King's regiment of horlc, on the 
death of Sir John Lanier, at bteenkirk, in which ftation he 
diftinguifhed himfelf in feveral campaigns, particularly at * 
tiic battle of Landen, where his regiment, by the noble 
Jiafid they made, faved tlie King fioni being taken pri Tuner. 
On 7 May 1694, he was made a Major-General, and fciTcd 
under the Duke of Marlborough, duiing the courfc of 
Anne's wars ; by whom 24 Februaiy 1702-3 he was 
conftitutcd a Lieutenant-General, and in April 1703, 
Governor of Jerfey, ^being alio iu January 17 10, made 
a Lieutenaob-Genoai of the iioife in Fiandeis, as he 
was again c April 17 12; and appointed 1% Decea- 
ber 1714, oftbefooiid of fleneralofficcnfor diereguladoa 
of the army.— -He mairied firft Elizabedi, daughter of 
— ThUnblebjr, of the county of Lincobi» Efq. and 
fecondly, in July 1713, Anne, dbugfater of Sir ^lliam 
Wifcman, of Great Canfield-Hall, in Effex, Bart, by his

lichtid, Richard, the fecond Vifcount Lumley, who fiicceeded 
* his grandfather, having all the advantages of education, at 
home and abroad, rendered himfelf io acceptable from his 
firft fctting out in thevvoild, that he was pauiculariy taken 
notice of by K. Charles II. and diftinguillicd amongft the 
moft polite men of that polite age. — On 11 September 
i68o, he w^as appointed Mafter of the Horie to QL Catha- 
rine, and in that ftation fo far recommended himfelf, that 
the King, la confidcration of his great merit, ^P^^5** 
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fidelity and high defcent, advanced him to the Peerage of 
■ EngUijid, by the title of Karon of Lumky-Caftle, in the , 
county of Durham, 31 May lO'oi, with limit.it.on of the 
honour to the heii s-male of his brother, but was not intro- 
duced in the Engliili Parliament, until 19 May 1685 

On the Duke of Monmouth's infurre^ion io theWdl, 
he wits appointed (31 July 1685) to the command of the 
King's regiment of carbmiei*s, and had a principal (hare in 
the vidory of Scdgemore ; the Duke, with his companions 
the German Count, and the Lord Grey, being by his vigi- 
lance diicovaed, furrendered priioners to his Loidfhip. 
Nevertheleis> when he obierved that K. James's defign was 
to introduce Popery, and to fubveit the eftabliihed laws of 
the country, he forlbok the Court ; ap[>eared on the behalf 
of the feven Biihops at their trial; and was among the chief 
of the nobility, who had the courage to confult with Mr. 
Dykvelt (whom the Prince of Orange entiuAed to manage 
his affairs in England) and to concert fuch meafures, as 
might be fit for the Prince to govern himlclf by ; and often 
met at the Earl of Shrewlbury's to conlult how to proceed; 
and drew the declaration, on which they adviled his High- 
ncfs to en^^a^e; being alio chiefly entrufted by the Earl of 
Oiford, who went to Holland, and had the Frince's direc- 
tion for the management ol the revolution. 

When matters were concluded, the Lords of Pevonfhiic, 
Danby, and Lumlcy undertook for the North ; and retiring 
into t'leir refpe6rive counties, his Lordlhip, by his interelt 
and friends, fecuied the important town of Newcaftie, 
which declared for the Piince loon a.tcr his landing. He 
was no lefs inftrumental, by his argununts in Parliament, 
in gaining the vote, i/iat theThroKe was vacant , and that tiiC 
Prince and Princels of Orange ihuuld be declared King and 
C(ueen of England. For which iervices, the day alter theit 
proclamation (14 Februaiy 1688) hewasfwom of the Piivy 
Council, declared a Gentleman of the King's Bedchamber, 
and 2 April 1689^ ^"^'^ Colonel of the firftTioopof Horfe- 
Guards ; being aUb, before their coronation, created Vif- 
count Lumley, of Lumley-Caftle, by patent, dated k> 
April 1689; and further advanced 15 April i6«^, to the 
title of Earl of Scarborough. 

. On 16 January 1689, he attended K. William into Ire* 
land ; was at the battle of the Boyne : waited on bis Ma- 

jefty

Richard (orkobm) Fitz -William", of Bally mon,. living 
in the reign of Edward II. left ilfue b^' £Uena» his wiffi^ 
two forts, Wifliam; and Robort, living u» r34a*— William, 
the elder, in 1348, (z2 Edward III.) was pardoned by the 
King, all traafgiclfions and murders, he had, or mi^ht 
have committed in rhe exercifc of martial law upon the Irfih, 
v£k> bordered on the Englifi Pale i to rei&ain wboic incur- 
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f^nns, he built the calUcoCWicklow, of which he was made 
Conftable ; and in 13759 49 Edward III. appointed Chief 
Commander and Governor of all that part ot the country. 
He was alio in 1367, Lord of Kilkenran, and left ilTue a 
daughter Elizabeth, manicd to Sir Thomas de Mu%nve ; 
and a fon 

William, who in 138 1, and 1382, was Sheriff of thewaiitmi 
county of Mcath, which otiice he ferved by commilfion, da- 
ted at Cork, 13 Januaiy 138 1, for the county of Dublin ; 
and two days after was commiifioncd to arrcft, and in fafe 
cuftody to keep the perfons of Richard White and Reginald 
Talbot, late Sheriffs, and Robert Lichtcbui^h, late Ef- 
cheater of Ireland, who were endeavouring to go beyond fea, 
without rendering an account to the King, into the Exche- 
auer, for the feveral debts due to him in refpe6l of their of- 
fices. — On 8 March following, he and Sir Richard Talbot, 
Nicholas Houthe, Richard NettfTviUe, and others, were 
appointed, jointly and feverally. Keepers of the'Peace in 
the county of Dublin ; and he iiNs mack Senefehtl of all 
the Temporalidcs in that county, with power to appoint lus 
Deputy.— On 16 June 13829 he was conftituted Conftable 
of the Caftle Wykpglow ( Wicklow), with the annual 
Ice aoU; which patent being renewed to him 15 Auguft 
1385, a wumJmim iffued toAnaftacia, late wile <^Rici^id 
Kettorville, Thomas NetterviUe, and John Hunfiray, Chap* 
lain. Keepers of the (aid caAle, to deliver it up to him* 
with the arms, axmoor, and all other things thereto belongs 
ing*— By patent, dated at Trim 20 September 13859 he 
was made Keeper of the Great Seal of the Exchequer, with 
liberty to name a Deputy ; and by commiffion, dated zz 
Triftiedermot, 8 May 1389, he and Sir Richard Talbot^ 
John Cruys and Thomas Marward were appointed, j<»ndy 
and feverally. Keepers of the Peace in the county '<»

The family of Cokyn, Cokcyn, Cockaine, for many 
ages was feated at Aflibume, in the county of Derby, 
whereof was John Cokeyn, the father of Andreas, whofe 
fon WiUianr, by Sarah^ his wife^ had a ion of his oM 
name, who talcing to wn& Alice, daughter of Hugh de 
Daltmry, left two fons^ Hoger, living in 1284 ; and John, 
living in 1Z76, whamairied Madldis (Maud} daughter d 
Robert Olderney, and had a fon Andrew, who .died, with- 
out iilue iff 1284/ 1% £dvlrard I. and a daughter Mar- 
gciy. 

Roger Cockeyn, of Aflibume, £fq« by Elizabeth, his 
wife had two.fons and thi:ee daughters, WilHam, Richard, 
Margaret, Elizabeth, and Sarah. — William, the elder fon, 
lived at Afhbume, in 1299 (28 Edward I.) and married Sa- 
rah, danghter of Adam, the (ifter of Aklcrclnder, a Mer- 
chant of Afhbume, by ^hotn he had John his heir; and 
Robert, who left iiue William and Elizabeth.^ — ^John was 
living at Afhbume, 33 Edward I. 1305, and was father of 
John Cockayne, refiding there 17 EdwaupdII. who by Lc- 
titia, his wife, was fatiier of another John, living 46 Ed- 
ward HT. a perfon of great dil>in6tion in that King's reign, 
in ieveral of whofe Parliaments he reprefcntcd the county of 
Pcrby > and in the zz year, with Adam de Houghton, the 

count/ 
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county ofLancafter, being allowed their cxpenccs of 151. 49, 
for thirty days attendance. 

He married Cecilia, daughter of Vernon, of the p,n» I7 of 

«ounty of Derby, and had two fons, Edmund, his heir ; Cocktiae- 
tod Sir Jc^n Cockaine, of Bury-Hatley, in the comty of 
Bedford, which manor he ^urchafed Irom Sir Edward But- 
ler, and (as Fuller, in his Woirthies of England, wiites) 
founded a worfhipful hmilv at, and imparted his name to 
Cock»ne-Hat]ey.«-Hewasbaraat Alhbojne, in the couhty 
tof Derb; In 1394, was Recorder of London »; 15 No- 
▼ember 1401 (zHemy IV.) Chief Baxon of the Excliequer 
and 14 Mav 1405, made one of the Juftices of Common- 
Pleas, by that King, with whom he fided b 1403, againft 
Henry Percy Earl of Nortliumberhnd, Thomas Percy 
Earl of Worcefter, Henry Percy fumamed Btfjpur, and 
their adherents, who in July the year before, with the Earl 
of Dunbar, (who had delated his countrymen) obtamed a 
fignal viaory over the Scots at Halwedown<Hili, wheiein 
Earl Douglas, their General, was wounded, and token pri- 
foner with many others ; all whom the King demanding of 
the Earl of Nonhumberland, not only took them from him 
but forbad him his prefence; which treatment, together 
with his refufmg to reimburfe the expences he had beenat^ 
in his wardenfhip of the marches, raifed fo great a difcon* 
tent, as to effe6^ the ruin of himfelf and fon : for hereupon 
flying into rebellion, he raifed a confiderahle army in Nor- 
thumberland and Scotland, with which he met and fought 
the King at Shrewlbury who obtained the vid^ory over 
him, after a very fhaip engagement ; but Sir John Cock- 
aine loft his life on Saturday, the eve of St. Maiy Mag- 
dalen, having in the morning received the honour ofKniebt*

by Burdet, in his pailage to P<de^)rarth-Church» in bis 
tiier^s life^time; and having mairied Agnes, daughter of 
Kobert Barlow, of Barlowj Efq. left two foos^ Thomas, 
fucceflbr to his grandfather^ and Hemy*— Which Thomasj 
attended K« Henry VIII. into France, and there purchaM 
knighthood by his gallant behaviour at the fieges ot Therou- 
enne and Tournay. In the iz and %i years of that King,- 
he was Sheriif of the counties of Derby and Nottinghanti 
and redded chiefly at Pooley, which manor-houfe he rebuilt 
with brick,andin 1 507, (2Z Henry VII.) imparked the woods 
lying weftwards thereof, where his grandfon Sir ThomiA 
frequently refided in Gl^Elizabeth's time. — On 4 April 1537^

JS44> (3^ Henry YiUt) was tlxc wife of Sk Edward I.vt- 
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telton (feventh Ton of Sir Edward of Pillaton-Hall) Sheriff 
July of the county of Stafford $ Eli?-, by him, who died 19 
1574, had eight fons and feveral daughters, and fhe hes 
buried with him in Penkrich-Church, under an altar tomb 
of white marble ; and Barbara (or Dorothy) was married 
to John Ferrers, of Tamworth-Caftle, Efq. 

Sir Thomas, whofuccceded, in 1544, accompanied Ed- 
ward, Earl of Hertford, in his expedition to Scotland, by 
fca, with a large fleet and well provided army, and was 
knighted by him at the taking of Leith and Edinburgh ; af- 
ter the plundering and burning of which places, he attend- 
ed him by land into England. In 3 Edward VI. and i and 
1 1 £Iiz.abeth he was Sheriff of the counties of Nottingham 
and Derby, as he was 21 and 27, of the latter county.*— 
In 1539, he married Dorothy, daughter of the before-men- 
tioned Sir Humphry Ferrers, and dying i <; November i^Q2» 
was buried with his anceftors at Aflibume* having had lUue 
five Tons and five daughters, vix. Francis,* born in 1545, 
who 35 Elizabeth, was fheriff of Derbyfhire, married Anne, 
daughter of Sir Valentine Knightley, of the county of 
Northampton, and died chifdlefs in 1596 ; Thomas, born 
in 1550, died young; Edward, who became heir ^ John, 
Thomas, Tabitha born in i549> Florence, Jane, Maud* 
lAl died unmarried; and Dorothy, wife to Jermyb Pook, of 
Radburne, Efq; 

Edivard Cockalne, of A{hbume» Efq. born in 1554, was 
Sheriff of the county of Derby, 42 Elizabeth, marrira Jane, 
^daughter of Nicholas Aihby, Efq. died in 1606, and left 
Thomas his heir; who by Anne, daughter of Sir John 
Stanhope, of Elvafton (angeftor to Charles* Earl of Har- 
rington) was father 6f Sir Afton Cockaine, born 28 Decem- 
ber 1608, who married Anne, daughter of Sir Gilbert 
Kniveton, of Mircailon, in Derbyihire, Bart, and being 
a Romanift, fuffered much for his religion and the King's 
caufe in the civil wars ; and then pretended to be a Baronet^ 
created, after the King had by violence been compelled 
to leave the Parliament, about 10 January 164T, yet not 
fo deemed by the officers of arms, becaufe no patent was 
either inrolled, or mentioned in the docquet books helorg- 
ing to the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, to juftify it. 
He was efteemed by many an ingenious gentleman, a good 
poet^ and a great lover of learning ; yet by others a pt rfed

Sir William Cockaine, wlio fucceeded bis f?it\\er, ^ 
alfo a Citizen and Skinner of I.ondon, and in 1609 She* 
riff of that city; elected foon after an Alderman; and 
1612, K. James having the plantation of UlAcr much at 
j heait. granted a confiderable tract in land in that province 
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affignfd him there, ar/I ui-d'^r whofe diircllons the city of 
Londonderry was en'^biinte^.!.— On 8 June 1616, the Kin^ 
honoured him with his pi> icnce at dinner, at his lioule in 
London, when lie v.^s i^-eafed to make him a Knight ; 
•with whoii lie ^v?s in ii.ch efteem, that he was often heard 
by h^n m T ^.ilidinent. and at tlie Cpuncil Table, and con- 
luked With uini in OiOre private affairs ; and fo well fatis- 
fied was that Kinc; \v'>.:i his comprehcnfior) of bulinefs ; his 
uir-innci of oxnrciiiug his intentions ; digeftinf^ and uttering 
his purT ufc?, thcit iic lied 10 :avofhim. He never heard 
any ruin of his hr ceding, handle bufinefs more rationally y more 
pertini/iilv. tv/^rs eieq^avitiy ^ more per fuaftvely. — In 16 19', he.
